Peking, China, 1909.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Stand with me beside the 
great tower above the Gate of Chien 
Men and look down upon the home of 
Uncl@ Sam in Peking. We are in the 
center of the wall which separates the 
Chinese and Tartar cities and in the 
very heart of the Chinese capital. The 
Legation city lies right below us. We 
@re sixty feet above it and high over 
the vast mass of low tiled buildings 
which form the two sister cities. Turn- 
ing to the south, we look over business 
Peking, with its thousands of Chinese 
stores, and beyond it can see the Tem- 
ple of Heaven and Agriculture, where 
the little emperor gets down on his 
yellow Knees and prays for his people. 
It is there that he sacrifices, and there 
he starts the spring plowing for the 
nation. 

Now let us turn to the north. We 
are facing the huge Tartar city. Its 
residences are almost hidden in a forest 
of low trees, but the temples show out 
here and there and the imperial! city is 
right at our front. The legation quar- 
ter bumps up against it, and Uncle 
Sam's home adjoins the wide road 
which leads to the Pink Forbidden city, 
which is in the center of the, Imperial 
city. It is there that the baby emperor 
lives, and there, surrounded by count- 
less yellow servants and 3,000 pig- 
tailed eunuchs, he is now squalling for 
his botties and nurses. That American 
marine at the guardhouse beside us 
could, by lifting his rifle, send a ball 
into the palaces, and the south-central 
gate, which leads to them, is not 1,000 
feet from where we are standing. Se 
how the yellow tiles of the palace 
roofs blaze under the sun and the tow- 
ers of the great gates stand out against 
the blue sky. That road just below 
us, which hugs the American legation, 
It is the chief 
path of the officials on their way to 
see his majesty, and they must walk 
under Uncle Sam's walls a part of the 
distance. 

The Legation City. 

Now turn your eyes to the Foreign 
city which extends along this wall to 
the Hat-a-men, and to the widé street 
which runs from that gate until it is 
parallel with the palace entrance be- 
fore us. It is, perhaps, a mile long 
and half a mile wide, forming a rec- 
tangle in the very heart of official and 
business Peking. This massive wall, as 
high as a four-story house and so wide 
that fifty soldiers could march abreast 
upon its paved highway, is the south- 
ern boundary. An open space several! 
hundred feet broad, which was cut 
away atter the siege and cleared of 
al! Chinese buildings, lies between it 
and Hat-a-men street on the bast, and 
there is another wide space along the 
whole northern boundary. During the 
Boxer uprising this foreign quarter was 
Surrounded by Chinese houses from 
which the natives shot at the barbar- 
lans within; and on the northern 


boundary, opposite where we are stand- 
ing, between the English legation and 


the Imperial city, was the Hanlin LI- 
brary, one of the largest in the world, 
with its tens of thousands of volumes. 
It contained literary treasures of vast 
value; but the Chinese set it on fire in 
attempting to drive away the defend- 
ers by the heat and smoke. We all] 
know the history of that terrible siege, 
when for weeks the lives of the Amer- 
icans and Europeans hung by a thread, 
and were only saved by the troops 
marching on to Peking. At the close 
the powers determined that such a 
danger should never happen again, and 
it was that resolution which created 
the legation city of today. 
An Armed Camp. 

What would vou think of a great 
armed camp, filled with ammunition 
giarded by soldiers and surrounded 
by walls, in the very heart of Lon- 
don, Paris, Berlin or Washington” 
That is what the Legation city is in 
Peking. The rectangle I have de- 
scribed is made up of many walled 
compounds. Each legation has its 
own compound or grounds, and each 
set of grounds its own walls about it. 
The walls about the American lega- 
tloh are at least twelve feet in height, 
and the walls of some of the others 
are so wide that the soldiers march 
upon them. The city is cut up by 
macadamized streets which cross one 
another at right angles, and going 
through them one rides eveywywhere 
between these high walls. The en- 
trances to the compounds are through 
Kreat doors which are barred after 
nightfall, and itn front of each door 
a soldier stands guard. Some of the 
entrances are beautifully ornamented 
with huge marble lions on pedestals. 
The soldiers usually stand between 
the lions or just outside them, and 
one sees uniform after uniform as he 
Balks through the _ streets. The 
sreatest nations of Europe have their 
representatives here, and the soldiers 
of each legation have their own dress. 
One sees the Cossack in his fur cap, 
coat and high boots; the Jap- 
anese in khaki; the French officer 
looking as though he came from a 
bandbox, and at the British legation 
the hare-kneed Highlanders whe 
march to the sound of the bagpipes 
as they go through the streets 
all, there are eighteen hundred sol- 
diers and officers in charge of this 
camp. Thev are tried men and ready 
to shoot at command. Each legation 
has quarters for its soldiers and each 
has its own ammunition and guns, as 
well as stores of food in case of a 
siege. 

Uncle Sam Holds the Key. 

In the scheme of defens&e of this 
lHittle world city Uncle Sam has, per- 
haps, the most important position. 
The soldiers of the several legations 
which they are 
to take charge of in case of a siege. 
There is a secret scheme of defense, 
and this is discussed from week to 
week Dy the commanders, who meet 
and give thetr views as to what 
should be done should trouble arise. 
In the event of a rebellion the senior 
commander would be chosen as chief, 
and one of our, officerg would report 
to him as aid. 

As it is now, the United States ma- 
rines have the most strategic position, 
and practically hold the key of the de- 
It is their duty to guard the 
great wall at the west end of the Lega- 
tion city. They have the section run- 
ning from the middle of the south wall 
to the Chien Men gate, while the Ger- 
mans guard the remaining section of 
that wall running to the Hata-men 
gate. Each has its own guardhouse, 
and our marines march up and down 
this wall day and night. As darkness 
approaches, they close the iron gates 
‘which shut off the wall back of the 
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always on guard; two of these remain 
in the guardhouse, and relieve each 
other from watch to watch. 


mand the whole city. They have artil- 
lery on the wall, and a great store- 


inside it. Tables have been made which 
give the range of every important 
point in the legation quarter and of 
the Chinese and Tartar cities from the 
gate of Chien Men; and with these 
tables, our marines have the whole 
city at their mercy. They can shell 
any bulliding of the palace and al) of 
the great government departments. 
They could easily send balis into the 
Temple of Heaven; and with red hot 
shot they could, in a very short time, 
reduce the whole city to ashes. 

At present, the force of Uncle Sam is 
less than that of some other nations. 
We have only one hundred and fifty 
marines, wirile the British, Japanese, 
Germans and French have many more. 
The total foreign force in north China 
ls over six thousand, but a large part 
of it is stationed at Tientsin and else- 
where. Thg north China foreegn troops 
are 213 Austrians, 150 Americans, 20 
Belgians, and over 500 British, in ad- 
dition to 1,500 Indian Sikhs. The 
French have almost 1,200, and the 
Japanese as many. There are 730 Ger- 
mans, 220 Italians, 113 Russians and 
20 Dutch. 

Will the Guards Be Removed?f ~« 

Within the past few months the Rus- 
Sians have withdrawn some of their 
Suards from Pekin, and the Japanese 
have decreased their force by one-half. 
Some of the diplomats think that this 
is only a play to the Chinese galleries. 
They want to make the natives believe 
that they are anxious to remove their 
guard from Pekin, a@ consummation 
which the Chinese devoutly wish. ate 
withdrawals mean nothing, however. as 
both Russians and Japanese have large 
forces in their respective spheres in 
Manchuria, and could put thousands ot 
troops into Pekin by means of the raii- 
road on a couple days’ notice. 

Indeed, the general opinion here 
that the guards will eventually be re- 
moved, but that the time is not 
ripe. Many of the ministers say they 
Will send their wives and daughters 
away from Pekin as soon as the guards 
are ordered to leave. Just now Cnina 
is like a millpond, and the whole world 
is applauding the case with which the 
baby emperor was put on the throne. 
Nevertheless, the country was on the 
edge of a rebellion at the time the em- 
press dowager died, and had a mutiny 
which then occurred among the soldiers 
On the Yangtse not been promptly put 
down by -a very wise governor, there 
might have been a civil war, which 
would have wiped out all the foreign- 
ers in the interior. At that time our 
missionaries on the Yangtse Kiang 
called for gunboats, but Uncle Sam haa 
none in sight, and we had to ask the 
British to protect them. Since then 
Sunooats have been sent to the Yangtse 
from the Philippines, and they will 
now be Kept there. I understand that 
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the Pekin guards a necessity, but Uncle 
Sam will do wisely to make Surety sure 
by maintaining our marineg in China 
for some years to come. 

Life in the Barracks. 

Before I write of the civil branch of 
Uncle Sam‘’s Chinese home I would )ike 
to tell you how our soldiers live in Pe- 
king. They have their quarters in the 
low one-story buildings which form the 
Wallis of the western end of the le- 
Sation compound, the officers being 
quartered in two-story structures in 
the northeastern corner. The barracks 
have separate buildings for messrooms, 
storerooms, kitchens and a gymnasium. 
They have reading’ rooms, and, onthe 
whole, the boys have a fairly good 
time. They have two drills every dav 
and two “hikes” of ten miles or so 
every week to keep them in train- 
ing. They have daily parades, excent 
Saturdays and Sundays, and there ig a 
school for the non-commissioned offi- 
cars. The men take part in field sports 
with the other legation guards, And 
each May they have a vearly meet in 
the British iegation compound at 
which the soldiers of all the legations 
take part. In the last event of this 
kind our men captured first place and 
were given the championship banner, 
which was sent to the head of the 
Marine Corps at Washington. The 
sports were running, jumping, putting 
the shot and the tug of war. The 
troops also play baseball, and they 
now and then go to Tung Chow to play 
a native team, which is considered the 
best in China, having been trained by 
American school teachers. 

Some of the men ride _ horseback, 
using Chinese ponies, and Uncle Sam 
has an additional compound which is 
devoted to stables. It was in this com- 
pound that Gen. Lawton’s old war 
horse lived. He was brought here 
from Manila at the time of the siege 
and was afterward Kept as a pensioner, 
being fed and exercised, but not allow- 
ed to work. The old horse went where 
he pleased, climbing now and then the 
wide pathway which leads to the wall 
of the Tartar city and feeding on the 
gress which grow in the cracks of 
the bricks at its top. Within the past 
few months the old steed’s eyes have 
been failing and a few weeks ago he 
became blind. The other day he walk- 
ed too close to the edge of the wall 
and fell over and was killed. 

Our Legation Buildiners. 

And now let me tell vou about the 
legation itself. This is the sou! of 
Uncle Sam’s home and our troops are 
sent here to guard it. The*compound 
of which the barracks form the west- 
ern end, contains about ten acres, It 
is surrounded on two sides by a brick 
wall twelve feet in height, which the 
wall of the Tartar city joins at the 
fouth. It faces the roadway which 
the Chinese used to call the “Stre 
of the Subject Nations,” in their ef- 
fort to make the natives believe that 
all the foreign governments paid 
tribute to Peking. In this compouna 
there are five large buildings whicn 
have been put up since thes ‘ege. 
Each is of two stories, built of gray 
brick faced with sténe, after a sim- 
ple but beautiful stvle. They are the 
residence of our minister and h!s sec- 
retaries and the chancery of the le- 
gation. The min‘ster’s house tis the 
largest. It has a wide veranda of 
stone and brick facing the compound, 
with a double portico. upheld by stone 
pillars, at the side. The ground floor 
rooms are all large and well adapted 
to the entertainments of a live, socia!}.

Our Student Interpreters. 

We have now in the legation five 
student interpreters. These are young 
men who have passed the necessary ex- 
aminations of our “state department 
and have been sent here to learn the 
Chinese language in order to it thems 
for our consular and diplomatic service 
in China. They are bright young fel- 
lows who have received excellent edu- 
cations at home, and Who are now put- 
ting in good work here under Chinese 
teachers. In general they are directed 
by Dr. Tenney, who uses*them to limited 
extent at.the chancery of the legation. 

Each of the boys has a little Chinese 
house of his own, consisting of one 
long, low building which he has fur- 
nished to taste. They have a common 
messroom and a first-class Chinese 
cook, and they live quite as well as 
they could at home. They are hard 
Students and have created a good im- 
pression in the Legation city. 

The student interpreters are N. §T. 
Johnson, of Oklahoma; E. M. Gale, of 
Michigan, a graduate of Ann Arbor;

Our Army and Navy.

They 
are commanded by Lieutenant Colonel 
Barnett, of Wiscensin, who graduated 
at the Naval Academy in 1881, and who 
since then has served in our navy all 
over the world.

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Milan, October 16.—It does 
often happen that a drama occurs in 
the life of a composer more tragic than 
many of the stories on which 
musical compositions are 
this has been the case with Puccini, 
who is now overwhelmed by 
and shame brought on him by the lack 
of self-control displayed by his wife. 

The story goes back several years, 
and begins ‘in a small and miserable 
house in the villag-~ of Torre del Lago, 
near Pisa. In the village the maestro 
and his wife and daughter live the bet- 
ter part of the year, and here Puccini 
is loved, respected, and looked up to 
by the inhabitants, who consider that 
they own him. He enters into their 
joys and sorrows, helping them in their 
poverty and encouraging them in pros- 
perity, so that when Riccardo Manfredi 
died suddenly, leaving a wife and large 
family almost on the borders of starva- 
tion, it seemed the most natural thing 
in the world thatthecomposer should 
take one of the children, Dorietta, 
his house. The poor mother called 
down all the blessings of heaven on his 
head, and set about feeding the remain- 
ing children with added strength and 
courage. 

Little Dorietta was then 13, a strong, 
slender chiid, neither prettv nor ugly, 
who developed a perfect !dolatry for 
her benefactor. On his side, Puccini at 
first noticed the new-comer very little, 
but her evident gratitude and 
to please soon attracted his attention, 
and. almost insensibly, he would have 
made her one of the family had not 
Signora Puccini firmly put her foot 
down, and insisted on her taking her 
place as general maid in the house. 
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its effect, 


Good food, kindness 
amount of work had 
20 the Puccini family realized with 
Start that Dorietta was a beauty. 

The daily life went on as usual] after 
this discovery, but in reality all was 
changed through the awakening in the 
breast of Signora Puccini of the demon 
of jealousy. Many people in Italy hold 
jealousy to be a kind of intoxication, 
rendering its victim as irresponsible as 
would an excess of alcohol, and far 
more dangerous: Signora Puccini be- 
gan to treat the girl with inexplicable 
harshness, speaking in innuendoes, and 
humiliating her before her master, 
who, naturally, not having a key to the 
situation, took her part, and, as his 
wife waxed unreasonable, showed 
greater indulgence and fondness for 
Dorietta, whom he considered more in 
the light of an adopted daughter than 
a dependent. Dorietta, bewildered and 
not understanding either, appealed on 
several occasions to Puccini and de- 
manded vehemently what she had done 
to be so treated. 

One day Puccini returned from a 
short stay at Milan to find Dorietta go- 
ing about the house in a high fever, 
when it was evident that she ought to 
in bed being nursed with 
Angry at such negligence, 
ordered the girl to 
bea.. went for the doctor and sternly 
demanded of his wife what she meant 
by treating anyone in his house in 
that manner. .

Quarrels between husband and wife 
grew frequent, the girl fell ill from 
chagrin: and shame, and the village 
gossiped.

For ths 
sake of domestic peace and to protect 
Dorietta, the maestro sent her back to 
her mather, but this only made matters 
worse for the poor girl. Friends of the 
day before showed her the cold shoul- 
der, others talked and pointed at her; 
the men leered or tried to make love 
to her, and she could not nut her foot 
out of doors without hearing what was 
said about her, while Signora Puccini 
did not spare comments. 

On his side, Puccini was subject to 
the most acute annoyance. If he left 
the house, there were a thousand eyes 
t» spy where he went. It was enough 
for him to turn in the direction of 
Dorietta’s home for it to be said that 
he had gone to see her, while if he 
went in the other direction to shoot, of 
which he is passionately fond, he was 
gcing to meet her, and so on. The 
maestro left Torre del Lago and went 
to Milan, but the poor girl was obliged 
to stop on in her misery. 

“Mother.” she exclaimed’ one night, 
“lf am going to end it. I would have 
done it before had it not been for mv 
de benefactor!” The poor mother 
her as best she could, but 
her spare time was little, and her pret- 
ty caughter was left to brood over the 
injustice of the. world, which at 20 hag 
treated her so atrociously.

That day was a terrible one in the 
Puccini household. The word “murder” 
Wag used, and, as the maestro had 
been genuinely fond of the girl, to his 
grief for her was added the agonizing 
thought that, while both he and she 
were innocent, she had realiv come to 
her death in his house, and through 
one of his household. Stgnora Puccini 
was shocked, perhaps remorseful, but 
maintained her attitude that the sul- 
cide was only a confession of guilt, and 
that her own conduct could not have 
been other than it was. It wag a house 
divided against itself, and separation, 
for the moment at least, the only solu- 
tion. Meanwhile the mother, alone with 
her dead, swore, as she took her last 
look at her daughter's face, that, poor 
as she was she would make the slayer, 
as she bitterly called”her, suffer as her 
daughter had ‘suffered, and she has 
kept her word. 

The doctors gave her a certificate 
that Dorietta died as pure as she was 
born. and, with this to rely on, she 
brought a suit for libefwith malicious 
intent to injure, against her daughter's 
late mistress. So dcep-seated was Sig- 
nora Puccini's resentment that, on be- 
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ing told of the suit, she sneered, re- 
marking that the mother must be as 
mad ae the girl, and was only showing 
up to all the world her evil courses. 
Puccini groaned, shrinking from the 
publicity, but in his heart agreed that 
the broken-hearted woman was within 
her rights in desiring the public 
habilitation of her daughter's’ reputa- 
tion. , 

Village opinion by this time was only 
too pleased to again adore the maestra, 
and condemn his wife, whom the vil- 
lagers dislike, so the mother had no 
difficuity in finding witnesses to the 
modesty of her daughter, and the inno- 
cence Of her affection for her master. 
Signora Puccini did“*not contest the 
suit, not’ even being represented by 
lawyers, so that it went against her, as 
it would have in any case, and she now 
finds herself with a senténce of five 
months’ imprisonment hanging over 
her head, besides a large fine, as the 
result of a want of self-control, and 
allowing her imagination to get the 
better of her. Even should she appeal 
and escape prison, the reputation of 
Dorietta is vindicated, and Signora 
Puccini is branded as a slanderer. 

Puccini has suffered tremendoumMfy, 
both mentally and in his work. He 
found Torre del Lago the only spot 
where he could work at his best, but 
even there he must have tranquillity 
and peace of mind, and this has been 
impossible for some months. The place 
is poisoned for him, and I doubt if he 
will ever care for it again. It is saiq 
that he is contemplating a long trig 
abroad.

Early in the nineteenth century, Col- 
onel Benjamin Hawkins was appointed 
agent for the Creek Indians. He estab- 
lished the agency on the bank of the 
Flint river, on the line of travel be- 
tween the cities of Columbus and Ma- 
con, on what is now the western bor- 
der of Crawford county. 

A large settlement sprang up about 
the agency and the place became the 
principal trading post for a large tract 
of country. This town grew to some 
proportions—building churches, stores, 
hotel, postoffice, a public school and a 
wagon factory. 

When the railroad from Macon to Co- 
lumbus was completed, the town was 
left some distance north of the line, 
and the merchants abandoned Francis- 
ville for more promising fields. A cot- 
ton plantation now occupies the site of 
this once prosperous village. 

Queensburg. 

In White's historical collection 
Queensborough is spoken of as an Irish 
settlement two miles southeast of 
Louisville, in Jefferson county. By com-

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CARE OF THE BABIES. 


The press committee has received a 
valuable pamphlet from Mrs. S. B. C. 
Morgan, of Savannah, on the ecare of 
babies. It is usually the belief that it 
is only babies of poor families, in big 
cities, who suffer and die: 

This book shows from statistics that 
the death rate proves quite the con- 
trary. The very poor, like the very 
rich, have the attendance of the trained 
nurses. It is the infant of the young 
mother of the middle class who has 
the hardest struggle to live. 

In most cities, and it should be in 
all towns, missionary nurses are re- 
tained for the express purpose of visit- 
ing the very poor. 

But the young mother who is in com- 
fortable financial position debars her 
from the advice of the city nurse and 
yet is not able to engage the service 
of a trained nurse for herself is really 
the most helpless of individuals. 

This society contemplates the educa- 
tion of the great mass of young moth- 
ers of this same middle class. 

The success in North Carolina has 
been’ remarkable, as the following 
figures will show: 

The Caroline rest fund for the edu- 
cation of nfothers supplied three ma- 
ternity nurses to educate women in 
their homes before as well as after the 
birth of their baby. After a year's 
work, the records showed that of 202 
babies whose mothers were visited be- 
fore their birth, only nine had died—a 
death-rate of 1 in 23. The general in- 
fant death-rate in New York city is i 
in 7. Following the suggestion of this 
work, a maternity institution ® that 
treats 800 cases a year has adopted the 
system of sending a teacher-nurse to 
the homes of these mothers from the 
time they report to the hospital for 
treatment. The mother and babies are 
kept in charge until the baby is a year 
old. To keep the babies from getting 
sick, mothers are obliged to bring them 
to the clinic at least once in two 
weeks. If they fail to appear, the 
nurse is sent into the home. A‘careful 
physical record is kept of both the 
mother and the baby, and both are ex- 
amined at every visit to the clinic. The 
doctor holds classes for mothers in 
the eare of their babies. In this way 
it is hoped that no baby will be lost. 


THE AMERICAN CHILD. 


Jamés Lane Allen's latest book, ‘“‘The 
Bride of the Mistletoe,” just brought 
out by the Macmillan Company, of 
New York, contains such a beautiful 
description of the American child that 
it is republished in order that it mav 
be preserved by the club women for 
use at any school meeting which may 
be attended. 

There rests on the table before the 
hero of the book two photographs of 
four young children—a boy and a girl 
comprising each group of whom the 
description follows: “The children had. 
the air of bejng well enough 
bred to be well-behaved be- 
fore the camera but of being 
unruly and disorderly out of sheer 
health and a wild naturalness. All of 
them looked straight at you; all had 
eyes wide open with American frank- 
ness and good humor: all hag mouths 
shut tight with American energy and 
determination. Apparently they al- 
ready believed that the New World 
was behind them, that the nation 
backed them up. In a way you be- 
lieved it. 

“You acoepted them on the spot as 
embodying that marvelous precagity in 
American children, through which they 
early in life become cogscious of the 
country and claim it their country and 
believe._that it claims them 

“Thus they took on the distinction 
of being a squad detached only photo- 
graphically from the rank and file of 
the white armies of the young in the 
New World millions and millions 
strong. as they march,  clear-eyed, 
clear-headed, joyous, magnificent, to- 
wards new times and new destinies for 
the nation and for humanity—a

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CONFEDERATE FLAGS 
AT SPRINGFIELD, ILL. 


Mrs, Rella Maxey Cobb, of Houston. 
Texas, who recently visited Springfield, 
Ill., tells interestingly of many his- 
torical relics of great value which are 
carefully preserved in the Illinois state 
capitol. She thus describes several 
Confederate flags, and other articles of 
much interest, connected with the war 
of 1861-65: 

“I looked through the museum. There 
are about 500 of their battle flags in 
long, high cases, arranged so you can 
tell each one. Off to one side I found 
a small case with several Confederate 
flags. I felt like breaking the glass 
and bringing them home with me. I! 
wrote down each one, as follows: 

“ “Texas Ranger—Captured at Atlanta, 
Ga., July 22, 1864, by Sixty-fourth L- 
linois. 

““Eighteenth Tennessee Infantry— 
Battle of Fort Donelson, February 15, 
1862. Presented by Mrs. John Morgan 
to the state of Illinois. 

“ “Arkansas Flag—Taken at Pea Ridge 
by General Frank Seigel. Another, at 
Brookhaven, Miss., August 18, 1864. by 
Second brigade, commanded by J. G. 
Ford. 

_““‘Artiilery Flag—Captured at Gettys- 

burg. July 3, 1863, Second Tennessee 
cavalry, and an old Stockton gun cap- 
turned in Macon., Ga., May, 1865.’ 

“They had an old pine log cut from a 
tree with a cannon ball embedded in 
it from the battlefield of Chickamauga, 
1863, General Bragg on one side and 
Rosecrans of the federais on the other. 
They had an old Confederate home- 
knit sock hanging in the cage: also a 
sash worn by a southern soldier. 

“You can imagine my feelings when 
I gazed upon them. 

“I had the pleasure of meeting Gov- 
ernor Deneen, of Illinois, and found 
him to be a most courteous gentleman. 
{ mentioned our flags and asked why 
they had not been returned, as I was 
under the impression congress passed 
a law requesting all of our flags re- 
turned. He told me they had not been 
called for, and when they were he 
would willingly return them.”

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In a righly ordered state, the man- 
ner of taxation should be after this 
wise: A body of legislators would 
first determine what factors or ele- 
ments in the constitution of that state 
made for its strength and prosperity. 
Next. they would, by inference, de- 
termine exactly in what position the 
individual, as such, stoog toward the 
state, and in what proportion he should 
contribute toward those elements 
above mentioned. Lastly, having de- 
termined exactly the obligation: the 
individual owed the community as a 
whole, they would frame their taxa- 
tion so that it would fall on the man 
who neglected those obligations rath- 
er than on him who fulfilled them. 

In short, if a man wanted to evade 
what the law had determined should 
be his normal social contribution to 
the well-being of the whole, he shouwid 
be allowed to do so only on payment 
of an annual fine. It is axiomatic that 
the state depends for its very exist- 
ence upon the individual. If its mem- 
bers fail it, no political policy can 
long preserve it in the fighting line. 

The Coming Race. 

Very slowly, but very surely, na- 
tions are beginning to realize that 
their existence depends almost entire- 
ly on the married life of their sub- 
jects. Declining birth rates and conse- 
quent state bonuses for large famili®s 
are proofs that governments under- 
stand how vitally significant is this 
factor in the scheme of their exist- 
ence. Doubtless the time will come 
when inducement rather than dis- 
couragwement will} be extended those 
who do not fear the obligations and 
responsibilities of wedlock. 

For think what a well-married man 
means to the state. His main contri- 
bution is, of eourse, his progeny, with- 
out which the life of the nation would 
cease with one generation. Further, 
however, he becomes a man usually of 
settled disposition and habits, a house- 
holder and family man who hag to in- 
terest himselfin the social government 
of the country who pays what he can 
often ill afford to the local and im- 
perial exchequers, and who, because 
his interests in. the country are in ex- 
act ratio to his gpwn family cares, helps 
to form that domestic life which is the 
backbone of any people. 

One might urge here, with reason, 
that not only is his service to the 
country unrecognized, but, because of 
his settled and established habits and 
practices, he is often made to carry 
more than his fair share of the finan- 
cial tolls levied on its subjects by an 
indiscriminating state. But the pur- 
pose of this article is not to exploit 
the merits of the married man. It is,

And because the 
reasons are so overwhelminely in 
favor of some special taxation On the 
Single man to compensate for his non- 
contribution to thé best interests of 
the state, one can afford to be gener- 
ous to his class as a whole. 

There are men who are single be- 
cause they are too young for marriage. 
No proposed taxation wou] touch a 
man under 25 years of age. Sonor are 
single men who have mothers. or 
younger brothers and sisters to keep. 
These, too, would be passed by by the 
collector. Again, there are young men 
whose physical .condition would make 
marriage most impolitic. It would be 
unwise to goad such to matrimony. 

But. above and beyond this, there is 
the lodger proper—the man who earns 
enough to justify wedded life on mod- 
est lines, but who has rooms instead; 
who lives the intensely selfish life of 
the young-man-about-town; whose 
laxity of morals enables him to enjoy 
many of the alleged pleasures of mar- 
riage without their attendant respon- 
sibilities: whose meanness—one uses 
the word deliberately—prevents him 
living on a social scale that would 
bring an attendant contribution to the 
public funds: whose interests are all 
in himself. and whose thoughts and 
philosophy radiate perpetually about 
a constant Ego. 

It is no hyperbole to say that such 
men are responsible for a large por- 
tion of the female immorality of our 
big olties, while they likewise consti- 
tute that “center of indifference” fo 
all national and social problems which 
so imminently endangers the stability 
and continulty of our race and its best 
trad{tions. 

Appeal to Common Sease. 


It would be simple enough to record 
the opinions of the greatest thinkers 
of all times to show how married mea 
are, in most cases, the more desirable 
citizens of a state. But this article 
professes rather to be a homely appeal 
to the common sense ©f readers than/ 
a profound investigation of the ethics” 
of the subject. 

The question is: First, does th. 
married man, in the majority of cases, 
contribute more to the state than the 
unmarried? Secondly, is his contribu- 
tion vitally necessary to the existenee 
of the state? : 

If one can answer these two ques- 
tions in the affirmative then the con- 
clusion is obvious. The single man is, 
by his “celibacy,” withholding from the 
society a necessary social contribution: 
and. since compulsory marriage is un- 
thinkable, he should be taxed to an 
extent that would make marriage pre- 
sent itself to him as, at least, a thing 
seriously to be contemplated. ;

Tentatively, then, one unfolds a pos- 
sible scheme of taxation which would 
not fall too heavily’ on the celibates. 
In the first place, only men of the age 
of twenty-five vears and over. with 
incomes—from all sources—of £104 or 
more a year. would be subject to taxa- 
tion.

To the issue of Harper's Weekly for 
October 2d General Homer Lea con- 
tributes the third installment of his 
geries of articles entitled “The Valor 
of Ignorance,” showing the vulner- 
ability of this country owing to our 
defective military system. “To judge 
the discipline, morals, and fighting- 
capacity of troops, their loyalty and 
self-sacrifice, is possible in two ways,” 
he writes, ‘during active service by 
cowardice and desertion; in peace by 
disobedience and desertion. The Ten 
Commandments of a soldier’s honor are 
@ll broken in the one act of desertion. 
By the lack of or prevalence of this 
military crime are we able to judge 
the degree in which national non- 
vot pag and antipathy to military 
ideals have their effect on the soldier. 
The deserter is the product of civil 
life, not of militant institutions. In 
the United States during 1906 there 
occrred in the national army of only 
Sixty thousand men six thousand two 
hundred and eighty desertions.... 
Under the present military system this 
republic could not mobilize in any oné 
place a field army of nineteen thousand 
regular soldiers in the same period 
of time that Japan could assemble, 
ready to take field, half a million vet-

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Stolen by Gang 
of Rail Thieves

Warsaw. October 16.—Now awaiting 
their trial In Moscow prisons are ths 
two leaders and one hundred and fifty 
members of the biggest band of rail- 
way thieves Europe has ever seen. 
They worked chiefly in the south of 
Russia and had no less than four hun- 
dred accomplices, of whom the larger 
half were well-dressed, plausible wom- 
en. Their aim was, not to rob pas- 
sengers, but freight trains and luggage 
vans, and so successful were they that 
since the foundation of the gang four 
years ago, they have been spiriting 
away goods to the annual value of 
over $3,000,000. 

If it were not for the letter one of 
them wrote to a newspaper, and the 
policeman, Dotolenko, who watched the 
writer of the letter until he caught 
him making up imitation consignments, 
they might have been going on now. 
Several policemen were in their pay, 
but Dotolenko reftsed to be bribed. 
and, by his honesty and perseverance, 
did much to run the thieves to earth. 
Their impudence and coolness were the 
chief reasons for the success they so 
long enjoyed. 

Their organization was well man- 
aged. It consisted of the two leaders— 
Sokolow and Pietrenko, who, being 
employed as track engineers, knew the 
ins and outs of the railroad business. 
Under their guidance the band organ- 
ized a number of departments, of which 
the chief was the intelligence depart- 
ment, which informed them when and 
where goods of value were being sent. 
The chief workers here were well- 
dressed women, who used to go into 
the shops and warehouses, and, under 
the pretext of having some trifies they 
had bought there sent well packed, 
would ask questions which led to their 
getting all the information they want- 
ed. These women worked chiefly in 
St. Petersburg, Warsaw, Moscow and 
Odessa. 
valuable goods were just going to be 


instance, they would telegraph to the 
nearest “agent” at Tiflis, who, if nec- 
essary, would ride to the station on 
a motorcycle in order to get the things 
in time. Very often the same goods 
were sent back to Odessa, where the 
band had large warehouses, under the 
name of some fictitious firm. So quick- 
ly were the goods stolen and sent to 
the various warehouses in all the big 
cities, that even such things as, fancy 
good, which fade and go out of fash- 
ion quickly, were sold, as their books 
show, for as good prices as were origi- 
nally asked by the makers. 
Special Wire Code. 

The thieves had a special telegraphic 
code, which was changed twice a year, 
and when the goods were found in the 
Petersburg warehouses, invoices and 
bills of lading exactly imitating the 
regulation forms issued by tbe rail- 
ways, were found. Another important 
branch was the so-called “raflway de- 
partment.” which, needless to say, in- 
cluded shipping clerks at the chief 
railway stations. The dispatch of 
goods is very slow in Russia. Before 
all the formalities are over and a 
freight train is at liberty to take the 
stuff several days. and even weeks, 
must elapse. The goods, packed and

A wholesale dealer sent a crate or 
two of valuable goods from St. Peters- 
burg to Moscow. The spies at Pe- 
tersburg eave notice of this to the 
band’s chief office, which was at Ros- 
toff-on-Don, giving, as near as possi- 
ble, the date ' of dispatch. Then the 
Rostoff-on-Don thieves wired on the 
informatior to the stations at Peters- 
burg and Moscow, in cipher, address- 
ing it to the clerk who happened to 
be in their service. He looked out for 
these particular crates, an easy task, 
as he knew the name of the sender 
and the day they would come, and 
made out bills of lading, which he gave 
to the firm’s representative. The crates 
went into the storehouse to await the 
time of departure. 

Then the expedition clerk made out 
another invoice like the one he had 
given to the merchant, and sent it to 
the band’s agent at Moscow, making it 
in the name of a station a few miles 
from Moscow, on the Petersburg side. 
In all other. respects the paper was 
identical with the other. Then, with 
a couple more accomplices, he went 
to the station warehouse, had _ the 
crates exactly copied, put stones or 
dirt into the sham ones, which were 
addressed to Moscow itself, while the 
real ones were readdressed to the lit- 
tle station before Moscow. By this 
means the thieves were enabled to claim 
their crates before the faked ones 
reached the station at Moscow. If 
necessary, the accomplices there would 
be advised, by wire, to make difficul- 
ties about forwarding the sham crates 
for a day or two. 

Stones Instead of Goods. 

Of course, when the man at Moscow 
found that he had got stones instead 
of the goods he had ordered, he went 
to the station and demanded compen- 
sation, but as the bills were all in or- 
der and the numbers tallied, he did 
not get it. For years complaints were 
made about this, and last spring all 
the papers were full of indignant let- 
ters from merchants who had been 
robbed. One openly accused the ship- 
ping clerks of robbery. This epistle 
was answered shortly in the same pa- 
per by a clerk from Wilno, who wrote 
thus: 

“Dear Mr. Editor:—Your reader, X, 
accuses us shipping clerks of having 
a hand in the robberies that go on in 
the various railways. Of course we 
steal. I not only admit, but am proud 
of it. And what is more, we shall go 
on stealing until our chiefs grow 
honest and we are paid a living wage 
for our hard work. As to X, if he 
likes to know, I had a hand in getting 
his last consignment turned into stones. 
I will tell him how I did it, if he wants 
to know. 

“Yours truly 

“A shipping clerk at Wilno.” 

Some people thought this a joke, but 
it turned out afterwards that it was 
true, and, thanks to this imprudent 
piece of “cheek,” the police were able 
to find out who sent it, and thus dis- 
cover some of the band, though 250 
more are still at liberty. : 

When there was not time to make 
new crates, the goods were simply 
taken out of those to be sent which 
were then filled with stones, or some- 
times only paper. This method had one 
great disadvantage, and that was that 
the crates often bore the marks of 
having been opened. When the goods 
reacehd the various thieves’ + sai 
tories “a new consignment” was adver- 
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tised in the local papers and they 
were sold almost at once. The agents | 
in charge of these were experienced | 
warehousemen and vendors, and a 
large number of office books, sup- 
posed to contain accounts of trans- 
actions with various big firms, were 
found by the police. These were shown 
to customers, to prove‘that the goods 
came from reliable houses. Sokclow 
and Pietrenko, the original organizers | 
of the band, traveled about to the: 
various depots and stations and kept, 
a faithful account of all the transac- | 
tions. As they inspected the railways) 
for the government nobody was sur-. 
prised to see them at stations, talking 
with railway clerks. As time went 
on the band grew rich and motor cars 
were bought, to allow the various ac- . 
complices to get about quicker. 

The strongest feature of this or- 
ganization was the department of spies, 
some 250 in number, who were familiar 


with every large shipping house in 
southern Russia and so well organized 
that not one large consignment left 
Moscow for the Caucasus but they 
knew of and reported it. Not only 
did they frequent business houses, but 
they did a great deal of their work 
in restaurants, where they talked to 
merchants’ clerks, invited them to sup- 


} per and unioosed their tongues to talk 


about their employer’s business. 
Story of Women Spies. 

One strange story is told of one of 
the women spies. She had scraped 
acquaintance with a young manager of 
a forwarding house in Moscow and 
used to meet him at cafés, restaurants 
and places of amusement. Ohne day he 
went to a public telephone and as he 
was about to be connected a _ voice 
said: “Is that the police station?’ 
“Yes,” answered the youth, half in fun. 
To his surprise the answer was taken 
seriously and the voice at the other 
end of the wire gave orders that the 
police should search a certain flat in 
the next street. The name and address 
Biven were those of the lady the 
youth had been friendly with. Little 
suessing that she was of the thfeves’ 
band he immediately went to tell her 
what he had heard and, thinking that 
she had been dabbling in. politics, 
advised her to burn all compromising 
papers before the police discovered 
their mistake and came to search. 
When he called again later in the day 
he found the bird had flown, warned 
by him. The police had been sus- 
picious of her and he had helped her 
to rob his own firm and get off scot- 
free. 

Another case occurred in which a 
man bought his own stolen goods. A 
large consignment of laces had been 
ordered by a Tiflis firm and stolen. 
The band sent the things back to 
their Moscow repositories. The Moscow 
merchant, on hearing that his first 
consignment had béen stolen and want- 
ing to send some more to the Tiflis 
customer, could not find any in his 
own warehouse. Somebody suggested 
he should go to a new firm in the town, 
which had often a large choice. He 
did so and found just what was wanted, 
paid cash for it and sent it off to 
Tiflis. It was not until the capture of 
the gang that he found out, from the 
false invoices found in the repository. 
that he had paid for his own stolen 
goods.

Boys and Girls in High Schools. 

The Honorable Patrick H. McCafren, 
state senator from Brooklyn, delivered 
the address to the boy graduates of 
public school 17 in that city on June

Nothing in 
their school experience would have led 
them to appreciate it—provided there 
were girls in the school. American men 
who know that they are mentally supe- 
rior te women find it out after thev 
leave school—not before. They go even 
further than the grammar grades with- 
cut stumbling upon this profound scl- 
entific truth. In (899 there were 5,496 
public High schools in the United 
States. Thirty-four were for boys 
alone, twenty-two for girls alone, and 
5,439 were co-educational. Boys in the 
thirty-four male schools might get the 
notion that they were mentally supe- 
rior to the girls, but no boy that had 
been in one of the 5,439 co-educational 
schools would ever have it, unless some 
one took special pains to tell ‘him so. 
His experiences in the same classes 
with girls from the kindergarten to 
commencement day would not allow 
him to hold any such idea. 

American boys can even go through 
college without discovering that they 
are mentally superior to the girls—only 
provided it is a co-educational college. 
And lest we be suspected of holding a 
brief for the girls, let us quote from 
Dr. Emmet Densmore, of New York, 
who, on page 281 of his book, “Sex 
Equality,” says: “The uniform experi- 
ence of co-educational colleges shows 
the average standing of women as 
slightly higher than that of men, Per- 
haps the only objection from the men’s 
point of view ig that co-edutcation has 
succeeded too ll, and the proportion 
of women students is increasing too 
rapidly.”

a single thing has ever given a particle 
of benefit. 

Now, in this case, medicine will do 
this patient very little good, if any. 
Electricity is worse than useless, and 
all the water cure and osteopathy and 
turning of the reservoirs into the stom- 
ach and out again, is just so much 
bosh. What is wanted more than any- 
thing else is to have the patient under- . 
stand his exact condition, what his 
trouble is due to, where the fault is, 
and while no dieting will do him any 
good, or any particular directions to 
be followed, yet, if he thoroughly un- 
derstands his own condition, and what 
the needs of it are, he will probably 
gradually improve, and in a few 
months will find most of his symptoms 
disappear. 

I got nothing for this examination, 
and did not expect anything, for I say 
in my talks I give a personal examina- 
tion and consultation free of charge, 
and. of course, I would not charge for 
it; but I believe I have been of more 
benefit without a fee to that patient 
than all the doctors have ever done 
that charge a good round fee, and I 
believe, too, he appreciates that. 

So it is sometimes just as necessary

It certainly has been a satisfac- 
tion to point out to the afflicted how 
they could get a cure without my giv- 
ing a great amount of medicine, or per- 
haps none at all. 

But it is not my intention in start- 
ing this talk to speak very fully on 
this subject. as I had in mind to say 
something in this article on Specific 
Blood Poison or Sypbilitic trouble, that 
everyone knows is exceedingly com- 
mon. 

In some of these cases the diagnosis 
is somewhat difficult, but in a large 
proportion of cases the diagnosis is 
comparatively easy. 

We know what we have to deal with, 
and we know more or less the exact 
condition and what we want to get at 
at once is what is the best line of 
treatment. 

There is no disease we have to con- 
tend with that is so amenable to 
proper treatment as Syphilis. A man 
who knows it and how to handle it can 
handle it with absolute certainty of 
good results. The one great difficulty 
is that we know with posftiveness that 
it is necessary to keep up treatment 
for a long time. You cannot get quick 
results, and patients ofen become dis- 
satisfied or think they must stop treat- 
ment when they see no signs of the 
disease, and the consequence is it keeps 
coming back from time to time, to the 
patient’s detriment. 

This tendency has made it possible 
for a lot of fakirs over the country to 
play on poor humanity by guarantee- 
ing them a positive cure any time in 
two or three months, and if they give 
them a good fat fee they will guaran- 
tee a cure in 10 days, or 19 minutes 
for that matter, and such a thing is 
absolutely impossible. After the pa- 
tient has paid his fee they give him a 
,0t of radical treatment, push the medi- 
cine in him quite strong, giving large 


If anyone doubts the supreme import-

They will write or 
come in and say they havea little gleet 
thatthey have been to a half dozen 
doctors about, and they know it is not 
serious and ought to be readily cured 
if they could just find the right man, 
but the fact of the matter igs, that the 
little trifling condition they speak of is 
due to a very serious organic trouble 
underlying the discharge, and needs 
most careful attention in order to bring 
about a thorough and effective cure.

very materially interfered with. 

I know very well that in many in- 
stances I lose good fees by refusing to 
eater to the patients’ wishes in this re- 
spect, but after all it is better 


than it is to go on collecting good fees 
and having the feeling later on that 
you have done something that your 
conscience does not approve of. 

Then, too, there are a whole lot of 
patients who will take treatment and 
respond very readily and get apparent- 
ly cured and stop, but the disease will 
keep coming back from ttme to time. 

Here is a case in point. Some three 
years ago a young man called on me 
that was a pitiable object indeed. His 
face a mass of sores, ana in fact his 
whole body from his toes to the top of 
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to be| 
honest and square with your patient | 
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his head. I gave him treatment, and to 
my own surprise he responded to treat- 
ment very readily an@ inside of a 
month his skin was cleared up and it 
was only five or six weeks until you 
could not see a sign on him, excepting 
perhaps a little redness of the skin 
where the sores had been. Then he 
thought that it was no need of taking 
further treatment and I heard nothing 
more of him for five or six months, 
when he came to me in the same condi- 
tion he was in when I first saw him 
and took another month’s treatment. 


The same thing occurred over again 
when the patient disappeared and I 
saw nothing of him until last spring, 
when ‘he came into the office about 
the same condition, and a little treat- 
ment once more cleared him up, but I 
told him very positively he was not 
cured, or any way near it, but he 
thought he was, and the last time I saw 
him he informed me he was about to be 
married. I told him if he did he ought 
to be lynched, and I don’t think I was 
far out of the way in my opinion about 
that, either. 


Doctors very often get rid of their 


responsibility in these cases by advis- 
ing the patient to at once go to 
Hot Springs. Now, there has probably 
been as much harm done by Hot 
Springs treatment in these cases as 
any other one thing, and yet it is an 
excellent treatment in every respect, 
but should be given and recommended 
only in cases that it is especially need- 
ed in and for particular conditions and 
not indiscriminately. 

It will probably do any man good to 
go to Hot Springs and have the re- 
laxation and baths he would get at 
a health resort of that kind, but every 
man who has had a large experience 
with these cases knows that a large 
propoftion of cases that go to Hot 
Springs will come to them afterwards 
for treatment, and would have been 
better off if they had never been there 
at all. 

So far as the Hot Springs treatment 
is concerned, a man can have that at 
home, and, as a rule, can have it better 
than he can get it at Hot Springs it- 
self. if the Doctor knows how to give 
it and what is necessary to be done. 


I had lest winter a case that I felt 


needed that kind of treatment very 
promptly, and he said if business would 
permit him to get away he would take 
the next train for Hot Springs, but 
I told him that was not necessary at 
all. and assured him I could give the 
treatment here better than he could 
get even at Hot Springs. I did so, 
andit was asurprise to see how rapidly 
the Syphilitic eruptions disappeared, 
and it was a pDileasure to both myself 
and the patient to see how quickly 
and nicely the serious ulcerations had 
disappeared, but I was not deceived, 
and I assured the patient very’ posi- 
tivelv it was the very time he needed 
the most radical and best of treat- 
ment in order to get permanent re- 
sults. for it is permanent results Syph- 
{litics want. rather than temporary 
benefit. 

Another thing that deceives many pa- 
tients is the matter of Mercury. Mer- 
curvy is without doubt a specific for 
the disease, and vet I believe, and be- 
lieve. too. that every conscientious phy- 
sician who has had a large experience 
with it knows I am right when I say 
that Mercury, upon the whole, has done 
more harm than good. It 1s a serious 
question today whether the toxic ef- 
fects of Mercury have not had more 
to do with the producing of some of 
those serious nervous diseases like 
locomotor ataxia. etce., that have been 
in a certain vroportion of cases attrib- 
uted to the Syphilitic poison, although 
they are not always due to that by any 
manner of means, whether these condi- 
tions are not due to the toxic effects 
of the Mercury rather than to the 
disease, but that is a question at the 
present time not susceptible of proof, 
and is a question that the best men in 
the profession are undecided about, 
but the fact remains that Mercury is 
given entirely too carelessly. It is a 
thing that wants to be given with a 
knowledge of what is to be obtained 
by it, and very often a very little Mer- 
cury will do more good than large 
quantities, and indeed in very many 
cases at a certain period they are bet- 
ter off without Mercury. 

One of the most grateful patients 
I have had is one that had run the 
gauntlet of all sorts of treatments and 
been to Hot Springs two or three 
times. and was a wreck, as he ex- 
pressed it, from overdoses of Mercury, 


and he was perfectly correct about 
this, too. | treated him through to the 
finish without a single dose of Mer- 
cury and to see him now and to have 
seen the same patient a couple of years 
ago, anyone covld not help but appre- 
ciate what I am saying here. 

One of the greatest evils, in my mind, 
in Syphilis in the last few years has 
been the mixed treatment, of Mercury 
and Iodide of Potash. I know very well 
that this is a routine treatment, and 
that it. has authority to back it up, but 
I don’t care a straw for that, it has 
done more harm than any other one 
thing. 

To those who have read some of my 
talks, you will remember a couple 
weeks ago I gaid something about Doc- 
tors running after fads, and spoke of 
Uric Acid diathesis having been pushed 
on the profession by a proprietary med- 
icine concern, and this also applies to 
the mixed treatment, for while the 
profession would not admit it. yet the 
facts are that certain proprietary med- 
icine concerna who want to get a 
whole treatment into one pill, have 
innoculated the doctors with the idea 
that by giving them Mercury and Iodide 
and, perhaps, one or two other things 
combined with it, in other words, giv- 
ing a mixed treatment, they would hit 
the disease somewhere. If the profes- 
sion has not gotten further along in 
science so as to be more exact than 
this in their methods of prescribing, it 
is about time that they take hitch in 
their mental] faculties and become a 
little more exact. 

Now the Iodide of Potash ie alright. 
But it is not once in a hundred cases 
that it is necessary to be given. For a 
certain condition and when it is neces- 
sary to be given, nothing will clear up 
certain symptoms ag it will, and the 
mistake of the Doctor is pusbing it into 
every case with the idea that by com- 
bining the thing they will hit the trou- 
ble somewhere. 

I have oeen handling the disease in 
all its phases for over thirty years, and 
think I know something about it.. ft is 
a disease that especially needs consci- 
entious service from the Doctor. In tae 
first place, the Doctor must be perfectly 
honest and conscientious with his pa- 
tient, and In the second place, the pa- 
tient must have confidence and trust 
the Doctor implicitly and, if he does, he 
will certainly get, if the man under- 
stands the disease, not only a cure, but 
a permanent cure. 

But those who are especially inter- 
ested in the subject I will take pleasure 
in sending my booklet on Diseases of 
Men, which has an Essay on Blood 
Poison or Syphilis, that ought to inter- 
est every man, whether a patient or 
not; and as it is the outcome of an ex- 
ceptionally large experience, I feel it is 
of value to every man, and I believe 
will well repay the time and trouble of 
anyone to read it. g 

Varicocele. 

I want to have a word to say here 
about Varicocele and about its cure 
without an operation. I know this is 
pooh-poohed by @ great many Doctors, 
but there is no doubt at all but what a 
certain proportion of cases of Varico- 
cele are amenable to treatment. 

Show me a hundred cages of Varico- 
cele and I will show you 99 cases that 
are accompanied with certain indica- 
tions of a weakness of the constitution, 
or a decided debility of the nerve tone 
and vitality that supplies the parts with 
their nervous influence. The little mus- 
cular fibers that enter into the compo- 
sition of the coats of the veins become 
weakened in this way, lose their con-

tractility and in consequence remain 
dilated and there you have your Vari- 
cocele. 

While I have been insistent upon 
this for years and have known very 
Many cases to be cured, yet there are 
a certain proportion of cases where 
the valves of the vein are broken 
down, that nothing will do but the 
Operation. Obliterating the vein is 
the only thing that will accomplish 
the result. There is no doubt about 
that, but I am not the first to point 
out the fact, for it certainly is a fact 
that in many cases where the trouble 
has not progressed too far they will 
respond to proper treatment that 
builds up the nervous vitality, and 
Varicocele will, in time, entirely dis- 
appear. I have certainly demon- 
strated it over and over again. 

I say I am not the first, and if 
someone will take the trouble to go 
back about thirty years (I cannot tell 


whet year it is now, for I do not re- 


member and have not the report be- 
fore me), but if they will look 
through some of the older reports of 
the Georgia Medical Society they will 
find a very interesting discussion on 
this very subject, and the weight of 
opinion at that time was that an op- 
eration was unnecessary in very 
many cases, and one doctor, at least, 
expressed himself very freely on the 
subject and insisted that a large pro- 
portion of cases could be cured with- 
out an operation. So, if anyone thinks 
this is just my own individual opin- 
ion they have the opportunity to con- 
sult the old records of réportgs from 
the Georgia Medical Society of some 
thirty years ago, and I think they 
will find some interesting mate- 
rial on the subject. 

One case in particular I remember 
very well, and yet I have not read 
the paper or looked at it for perhaps 
twenty-five years, but I remember 
the doctor reported one instance of 
a young man that hed passed the 
medical examination for West Point, 
but the doctors had returned him 
for an operation for Varicocele. He 
had fallen down on the physical ex- 
amination on account of Varicocele. 
The family physician told the father 
to put him under treatment and wait 
a while, and he thought that the 
Varicocele would disappear and he 
would pass alright. This proved to 
be the case, and a few months later 
the young man came up at West 
Point for examination and passed 
without difficulty. 

IT am quoting from memory and 
may not have all the details exactly 
right, but T am quite confident I 
am practically correct. 

At any rate, during the past thirty 
years I have repeatedly seen d€ilated 
veins gradually disappear under 
proper treatment, but I do not pre- 
tend to say but what a certain pro- 
portion of cases need to have the op- 
eration in order to obliterate the 
vein entirely. 

This subject also [ treat in my 
booklet, Diseases of Men, and anyone 
interested will do well to write for 
a copy.

ALFRED C. NEWELL’S ESSAY _ 
THAT WON THE FIRST PRIZE 


_ Following is the essay by 
Newell, of Atanta, which won the first 
prize, the Calef Joving cup, offered by 
the National Association of Life Under- 
writers, for which there is always 
keen competition throughout the 
United States and Canada, and which 
Was presented to Mr. Newel] at the re- 
cent convention at Louisville, Ky.: 


“The Life Insurance Agent as a Public 
Benefactor.” 


“Three essentials are combined in 
the true public benefactor—the power 
to educate, the capactty to uplift 
morally and the ability to instill what 
Burns has called ‘that glorious privi- 
lege of being independent. The thor- 
ough life insurance agent possesses 
all of these qualities. 

“He does not instruct by direct ap- 
plication from text-books. With the 
world as a class room he becomes the 
militant teacher of high ideals. His 
curriculum is based upon the broadest 
principles of knowledge. Adherence 
to his lessons means right living. His 
mandate for the observance of health 
laws has brought about a boon to so- 
clety less recognized, but far more 
valuable than modern contributions to 
toxicology. His standard for sobriety 
as pronounced by the increased rigor 
of his ‘medical department’ has accom- 
plished more for the practical demon- 
stration of temperance and the 
elimination of the heavy drinker than 
periodical spectacular moral waves or 
politically promoted prohibition move- 
ments. The life insurance agent is 
the greatest barrier to the increasing 
social and ecomontec forces producing 
paupers. In the general distribution 
of his funds, more than any one fac- 
tor, he negutives the semi-adage that 
‘wealth accumulates and men decay.’ 

“American men with millions fall 
generally into two classes—those who 
made their money by combining and 
controlling corporations, and the sec- 
ond generation or legatees. It has 
been the custom of gelf-created mil- 
lionaires to throw out with great in| 


Alfred C.] individual effort or stifle the initiatory 
effort and ambition of a community 
these gifts are conditioned. 

“Plutocrats with inherited millions’ 
are only temporary public characters 
because their dispensations are irregu- 
lar and unbusinesslike. Widely 
heralded distributions have caused 
men of both classes to be distortedly 
rated as benefactors. Tainted funds— 
so-called—-become very quickly disin- 
fected. That supposed philanthropic 
endowments are but, in a sense. ‘con- 
science’ funds, is frequently lost sight 
of. 

“The total benefactions of the two 
men in this country most conspicu- 
ous for their wealth, including a re- 
cent donation of $10,000,000, amount 
to $268,304,662. It has been =  au- 
thentically computed that life insur- 
ance companies and associations dis- 
tributed last year alone, in the United 
States and Canada, $480,800,000. This 
was primarily the work of the agent. 
Instead of imperiling individual ef- 
fort, the expenditure of this vast 
sum means that the Hfe insurance 
agent has taught a nation thrift and 
systematic saving. The ‘conscience 
fund’ it represents is largely the al- 
truism of those who would protect 
their families. 

“William Dean Howellg has defined 
poverty es ‘not the lack of things; it 
is the fear and dread of want.’ Cen- 
sus statistics, supplemented by the 
work of slum experts, have shown 
that 10,000,000 persons in the United 
States are living in poverty. Mr. 
Howell's comprehensive definition 
would make a most alarming increase 
to this number. Between the pauper 
and the man who is in ‘fear and 
dread of want’ is a narrow line of 
demarkation. On the one side may 
be good intent, self-respect and the 
ilove of home: on the other side _ is 
the culture bed for vagrants and 
criminals. with attendant influences 
that bring inebriety, insanity and im- 
becillty. But for the work of the 
man behind the rate book a merging 
might occur that would present to 
society its greateat problem. 

“Almost unacknowledged as a ~=50- 
cilological factor, it ts nevertheless 


and publicity a ‘sop to Cerberus,’ in 
the form of mammoth public donations. 
On the theory that they might thwart, 


true that the life insurance agent is 
the most powerful sustaining force 
against the supposed national ten- 
dency to make the rich richer and the 
poer poorer. 
. “Not only ag a social conservator 
and harmonizer, but as an aid to the 
individual in properly adjusting. his 
own wants is the life insurance agent 
of necessity. Modern religion calls 
for adjustment as the dominant re- 
qauisite. It ig held by many who 
espouse this new school of thought 
that even prayer is adjustment. 
Pragmatically, then, the life insur- 
ance gett has a function paralleling 
in public good the work of the 
preacher. ‘ 

“In periodg of great financial dis- 
tress the work of the life insurance 
agent has made possible public reé- 
lief. He deprecates careless policy 
loans. This loan privilege, however, 
was the panacea of the panic of 1907. 

“How many men, theretofore pros- 
perous. were left with life insurance 
as their only asset: how many commer- 
cial houses were enabled to continue: 
how much property was kept from sac- 
rifice during these perilous and par- 
lous days by resort to the loan pro- 
vision? Reports to one state depart- 
ment indicated during the panic year 
an increase in policy loans of more 
than $72,000,000. 

“Coextensive with the work of the 
agent has come the marvelous mate- 
rial development of this country. If 
funds, created by his energy. were 
suddenly withdrawn, it is scarcely an

exaggeration to say that no railway 
system could be operated. If all his 
outstanding real estate loans were 
called, how many communities would 
escape bankruptcy? 

“The institution of American life in- 
surance has been constructed by the 
agent and for whatever of good there 
is in it to him should be given credit. 
Theorists have pictured him as a bane 
rather than a benefactor. They have 
brought about experiments to abolish 
his services. Pitiful results from these 
attempts reinforced by the experience 
of certain mildewed English companies 
should be forever an answer to these 
sciolists. 

“It is a lamentable fact that legis- 
lation aimed at alleged abuses for 
which he was in no wise responsible 
has fallen most oppressively on the 
agent. His mission, frequently misun- 
derstood: his motives sometimes ma- 
ligned: his social and economic serv- 
ices alwavs undervalued, yet following 
his own determination to overcome 
the inate selfishness of the average 
man, the life insurance agent toils 
on—an unconscious safeguard of Amer- 
ican civilization.

» TO MOLDY WESTERN CORN? 


Disease Which Ends in Madness and Death, and For Which No 
Cure Is Known, Attributed to Improperly-Cured Western 
Corn—Disease Has Made Amazing Strides 
in the United States. 


of 


The increasingly large number 
in 


cases of pellagra being reported 
various parts of the United States has 
directed national attention to this mys- 
terious and baffling disease. 

The explanation most widely ad- 
vanced by the medical profession that 
the disease is caused by moldy or 
diseased corn has not been accepted 
by the laity with absolute conviction. 

Dr. C. H. Lavinder, of the Public 


Health and Marine! hospital service, an- 
nounces that it is also the disease of 
poverty, ill nourishment and alcohol- 
ism. Yet cases of the disease continue 
to be reported where these conditions 
do not exist. 

In Georgia, Alabama and the Caro- 
Jinas hundreds of cases of pellagra 
have been diagnosed as such within 
the past few- months. Suspicion of corn 
and its products has become s0 wide- 
spread as to threaten this great indus- 
try. 
In a news digpatch from Cartersville, 
Ga., reporting the appearance of nu- 
merous cases of the disease in Bartow 
county, The Constitution's correspond- 
ent.quotes a Cartersville miller as ex- 
pressing the belief that western corn 
that is not sound, but is shipped before 
jt is properly cured, develops the mould 
that causes the disease. He notes 
the further fact that such corn ship- 
ped in the spring undergoes a sweat 
during shipment which renders the corn 
unsound. 

Indictment Against Western Corn, 

The Constitution’s representative de- 
clares this miller has handled corn for 
many years, and quotes his as fol- 
lows: 

‘“T know very little about diseases 
and their symptoms; that is out of my 
line. But I do know a great deal about 
corn, as 1 have handled it and exam- 
ined for years. If this disease pellagra 
is caused by moldy or improperly 
cured corn and *its products, the real 
secret of the spread of the malady will 
be found in the use of western corn 
that is not properly cured. 

“The people of the south are plant- 
ing too much cotton and too little corn, 
We know there is no danger in eating 
corn that is sound and properly cured. 
and so long as the farmers produced 
plenty of corn for home consumption 
we heard of nothing of pellagra. 

“In the southern states the seasons 
are of sufficient length to allow the 
full maturity and proper curing of 


| 


the methods of the southern 
farmers insure sound corn, but it is 
just the reverse in the great corn 
growing west, where the crop is endan- 
gered by early frost and the fear of 
which makes farmers hasten the grain 
into cribs before it is thoroughly dry, 
consequently the corn becomes moldy 
and infected by the parasite that is 
said to cause pellagra. 

“Then, too, corn that is shipped to 
the southern = states undergoes a 
lengthy journey in ae close, stuffy 
freight car, and especially during the 
spring months undergoes a sweat. This 
sweating, which takes the place of the 
period of gestation, also causes the 
corn to mold.” 

“Ask a Georgia farmer how much 
corn he will harvest and in nine cases 
out of ten he will answer, ‘Well, I 
have enough to take care of my 
stock, but I’ll have to buy what I 
eat.” Now, he knows that no Georgia 
mule or horse can eat the shipped 
corn and live, much less work. He 
is careful to insure good feed to hig) 
animals, but (ignorantly. of course) 
is willing to provide for himself and 
family food products from the grain 
that he knows will kill his mule. {f| 
will venture the assertion that the 
present alarming increase of pellagra 
dates its real beginning from the 
time that increased cotton acreage, 
decreased corn acreage began with 
the southern farmer. 


Corn Inspector Needed. 

“Every car of corn that comes into 
this state ought to be inspected by 
an officer, who should be empowered 
to turn it back if found to be moldy 
or unsound in the slightest degree. 

“We have laws to protect lve stock 
from impure grain and adulterated 
food, which, as I understand, are rig- 
idly enforced by a large number of 
experts. Why not get busy protect- 
ing human beings from the ravages 
of this horrible malady whose pres- 
ence we invite and whose transporta. 
tion we pay, whenever we allow the 
delivery and the sale of a car load of 
unsound western corn? 

“The first step to be taken in the 
fight against the threatened plague 
is to impress upon the Georgia 
farmer the importance of raising hog 
and hominy at home.” 

Believes in Corn Theory. 

Physicians all over the south. are 
studying the new disease since the re- 


corn, 


port by Dr. Lavinder that 14,500 cases 


have been discoveréd in the south alone 


since 1906. It is believed this is an 
exaggeration. 

Dr. William T. Wooley, of Charlotte, 
accepts the corn mould theory as to the 
cause of the disease. He attributes it 
to corn that has been shock-cured., 
which is husked and marketed before 
-+the corn has had time to dry. Sixty 
days longer should be allowed corn in 
the. shock than corn in the field, he 
says. This is advanced as one reason 
why western corn is more to be feared 
than southern. He would make it a 
misdemeanor for any mills to use any 
corn except that which has been cured 
under proper supervision. It has been 
known for years that bad corn would 
kill horses and mules, and thousands 
of head of stock have died from this 
cause. 

Ravaged Southern Furope. 

Dr. Chilton Thorington, of Alabama, 
holds the mosquito responsiole for pel- 
lagra. 

Those who hold to the view that 
pellagra is contagious, declare it was 
first introduced into the south by Ital- 
ian {mmigrants who were introduced 
into Mississippi. Among them was 
called Lombardy leprosy, or 
leprosy. 

As far as the records show, pellagra 
first appeared in Italy, where the peo- 
ple lived largely on corn products. In 
northern and central] Italy it is esti- 
mated that 50 per cent of the population 
became affected. From Italy the dis- 
ease spread over to Tyrol, Servia, 
Greece and Asia Minor. Later it ap- 
péared in Brazil, Mexico, the Argen- 
tine Republic and Uruguay. 

Public attention in the gouth was 
first directed to the disease by Dr. G. 


H. Searcy. who discovered the disease 
was epidemic in the State Hospital for 
the Colored Insane at Mount Vernon, 
Ala. In April, 1907, he read a paper 
before the Alabama State Medical Asso- 
ciation on the disease. 

Dectors Leading Investigation. 

The American physicians who are 
now taking the lead in the study of 
pellagra are Passed Assistant Surgeon 
Lavinder, of the Marine Hospital serv- 
ice; Dr. GC. J. Woods, of Wilmington, 
N. C.; Dr. C. F. Williams, secretary of 
the Soutk Carolina state board of 
health, and Dr. J. W. Babcock, of the 
state asylum here. Most of the work 
being done is under the direction of 
Drs. Lavinder and Babcock, and ig be- 
ing watched with interest by the phy- 
sicians of this country. 

Drs. Lavinder and Babcock are con- 
ducting an investigation at the South 
Carolina State insane asylum. Dr. G. 
A. Walker, of the George State san!- 
tarium at Milledgeville, reports that 3 
per cent of the cases received in 1908 
were pellagra cases. 


History and Symptoms. 

This curious disease was first known 
in Spain in 1735. It seems to have ap- 
peared in Italy about 1750. Since this 
time it has appeared in France, Egypt. 
Roumania and other countries. and 
more recently has made its appear- 
‘ance in the southern states. The dis- 
ease is now rather prevalent in the 
Tinited States. 

It is the accepted belief of most stu- 
dents of the disease that pellagra is 


‘a poison, due to eating or using dis- 


eased Indian corn: This theory, that 


lian | 


the fungi or mold on corn produced 
a pdison of a chemical nature, was first 
advanced by Lombroso, of Turin. 

It seems to be true that alcohol made 
from diseased corn is also capable of 
producing the disease. As to what the 
relation is between corn and pellagra 
further than above stated, no one 
seems to definitely know. 

Scientific investigation has failed to 
isolate a single germ or reveal anv 
bacilli. 

Pellagra first makes its appearance 
in the spring, although this is not al- 
ways true. Alcoholism, bad hygienic 
conditions and poverty seem to be pre- 
disposing factors causing the’ disease. 
It is generally accepted that the dis- 
ease is not contagious. The symptoms 
of pellagra are generally sensations 
of heat in the mouth, loss of appetite, 
coated tongue and the presence of 
ulcers in the mouth and a decided red- 
ness of the mucous membrane. Nausea 
and vomiting sometimes occur, diar- 
rhoea is frequently present, and pains 
and burning in the stomach, muscular 
weakness, some vertigo, headache and 


inability to sleep. and in a a short 
time a characteristic eruption frequent- 
ly makes its appearance, which is a 
distinctly red lesion, which, as a rule, 
occurs on the hands, but may occur 
on any part of the body, accompanied 
by a sensation of heat, as well as an, 
itching in the affected parts. As the 
disease progresses the patient, as a 
rule, during the second summer, shows 
mental symptoms with delusions and 
hallucinations with refusal of food and 


mental depressions which are frequent- 
ly followed by death. 


Mental Symptoms of Disease. 

In discussing tne disease Dr. J. J. 
McCarthy, of Columbia, 8S. C., says: 

“The mental symptoms of this disease 
usually assume the type of melan- 
cholia. The milder forms show a re- 
tardation of ideas, disinclination for 
thought and activity. Later the dis- 
ease may advance to a- profound 
melanchelia, even refusal of food, and 
suicidal tendencies manifest them- 
selves. Maniacal symptoms are rarer, 
but sudden outburst of delirium or ex- 
citement may occur in cases of appar- 
ent stupor. The poor sufferers 
imagine that they have not a friend on 
earth, and that even their own rela- 
tions are turned against them. They 
are easily provoked to anger, showing 
a lack of mental stability. 

“This disease attacks both sexes, but 
more partcularly wonten, and is found 
among black and white alike. The 
skin affection usually begins first on 
the back of the hand, and consists of a 
diffuse, bright, dark or vivid red spots. 
The skin is swollén to an intense de- 
gree and itches when exposed to the 
sun. 

“After a few weeks all this subsides, 
leaving the skin thickened and pig- 
mented, with headache and pain in the 
back. The tongue gets denuded, is red 
and dry, there is a burning sensation 
in the mouth, swallowing is painful 
and all the cerebral symptoms are ag- 
gravated and the patient is delirious, 
sinks into a typhoid state and dies.”

After I read this in the newspaper, 
I inquired widely where I could procure 
the necessary plant and found out that 
it is gw native of Europe, only two 
weeks ago, but detected accidentally a 
place where it is cultivated in the east 
and ordered some. It seems prohibitive 
price for medicine, when cultivated (it 
srows wild in the forests of France), 
and now I will try it and if it should 
cure two or three people, as it cured 
me, I will confer about it with the 
state board of health of your state.

afflicted at cost, not charging anything 
for myself, just to try it.

Rome, October 16.—The Itallan gov- 
ernment has proposed Racconigi, in 
the province of Cuneo Bari, on a penin- 
sula in the Adriatic, and Baja, a small 
town near Naples, as the three points 
best adaptéed for a meeting between the 
king and the emperor of Russia. The 
Russian government has reserved its 
answer on the matter until Tuesday or 
Wednesday. 

The Italian government has there- 
fore been obliged to take extraordinary

“The great and bloody tyrant who is 
about to start for Italy is a thousand 
times more ferocious and more danger- 
ous to civilization of the world than 
King Alfonso, who is only a semi- 
responsible instrument in the hands of 
the reactionists and Jesuits. Let us 
show the Russian emperor our im- 
mense execration.” 

The manifesto ends by asking the 
whole people to meet on the day of 
the arrival of the emperor for a great 
manifestation of sympathy and frater- 
nity with their oppressed Russian 
brothers. : 

Armed Man Seeking King. 

Spezia, Italy, October 16.—On a. train 
proceeding northwards from here, the 
police arrested a young man who held 
a revolver in his hand. The man was 
fashionably attired, and said that he 
was going to Racconigi to see King 
Victor Emanuel. When searched eight 
thousand francs were founf hidden in 
his shoes. He had in his possession 
also a railroad ticket for Racconigi, 
and a cane having a concealed dagger. 
He said he was a Spantard, and gave 
his name as Carlo Modega. 

Czar Fears Aastrians. 

Turin, October 16.—The police have 
perfected precautionary measures in 
anticipation of the arrival of Emperor 
Nicholas, who Is expected to reach 
here October 22 or 23. Many Russian 
detectives are already here. 

What is regarded here as a most im- 
portant fenture of the visit is the itin- 
erary of Emperor Nicholas, who is said 
to have elected to travel several thou- 
sands miles out of his way in order 
to avoid teuching Austrian territory. 
This is. construed in eome quarters as 
a demonstration of Russia’s attitude 
toward Austria, as resulting from the 
annexation by Austria of the provinces 
o: Bosnia and Herzegovina.

-he British Explorer Expects to 
Gain Bottom of the Earth for 
Great Britain--Lieut. Shackle- 
ton Will Probably Not Take 
Part in Expedition. 


London, October 16.—(Special.)— 

‘aptain R. F. Scott, the explorer, who 
opes to gain the South Pole for Great 
sritain with the expedition that is to 
‘ave this: country in July or August 
f next year if sufficient funds -can 
e raised, is already busily at work 
‘n the new project. 

Captain Scott, who led the Discov- 
ery Antarctic expedition, is of medium 
height and build, with black hair and 
a mobile, clean-shaven face. He 
speaks quickly, in clear, decisive 
tones, which convey an impression of 
self-confidence and the power of rapid 
judgment. His second in command, 
Lieutenant E. R. G. Evans, who is as- 
sisting him in the organization of the 
expedition, is a typical naval officer, 
with aquiline, clear-cut face and the 
healthy complexion of a man who 
spends his life in the open air. 

Captain Scott spent the greater part 
of yesterday at the admiralty, but on 
returning to the new offices of the 
expedition at 38 Victoria street, West- 
minster, he discussed the plans for 
his attempt to reach the Pole. 

Tro Leave in July. 

“Leaving Englang in July,” 
“we shall call at New Zealand to pick 
up the ponies, dogs and stores. We 
hope to reach McMurdo Sound in De- 
cember, and a party will be landed 
there to erect permanent quarters.

It is only a matter of being 
careful and dangerous stings can be 
The sting of a scorpion is 


about the wound, the glands often bc-

come difficult. The pain lasts from 
two to twenty-four hours, usually about 
a day, and it is exceptional if any se- 
rious effects follow. 

The centipede attackg by burying its 
sharp feet in the flesh and then biting 
with its jaws, inflicting deep wounds. 
Often it goes on crawling rapidly over 
the flesh, puncturing its with burning, 
needlelike feet, biting continually, its 
jaws buried deep in the flesh with vig- 
orous rapidity. This is a serious af- 
fliction. The sores, like burning bljis- 
ters, are open for days, and where @ 
the 
flesh a livid sore develops, leaving a 


, deep scar witness to the pain inflicted. 


Sometimes even gangrene may set in. 
and then death is a#pt to_follow in a 


few days. Thus a wound from a centi- 
_pede unattended easily becomes serious. 


The centipede’s back js so smooth and 
its muscles so supple that to check it 
under one’s clothing requires fortitude 


which could press a redhot fron againstv 


the naked flesh. Relax the hand for 


‘an instant and the centiped slips away 
; to 


continue its course over the body. 
The resylt is not easjly described. The 
screams of a person so attacked attest 
the pain, and we dread the centipeds. 
I have seen them in the jungles over a 
foot long and about 3 inches broad. 
Usually they are legs than half this 
size, and fortunatley their attacks are 
rare. There are smaller centipedes, and 
bad enough is is to be bitten by them, 
but it is the big fellows in the woods 
which we dread. 

Of all the insects which crawl] about 


be dreaded. It sinks its fanglike jaws 
deep in the flesh, and a poison which 


| oozes out around them is carried into 


the wound. The soft body of the spider 
permits it to be easily killed, and if 
there is a way open for escape the 
tarantula will take it, pverbheps net bit- 
ing at all. One bite it gives, seldom 
more, and this is sufficient. Days of 
suffering must be epdgred, and death 
may occur. Violent swelling follows 
the bite of a tarantula and afflicts all 
that part of the body which has been 
bitten. At times the flesh becomes dis- 


‘colored. and with the intense pain a 


form of varalysis develops which may 
result in death. If, howeyer, the person 
bitten is enjoving fair health no evil 


troubles are present then 
stings or bites from cdeeping insects, 
not only tarantulas, but all of them, 
are apt to be fatal. 

Naturally one crawls out from under 
the tolda with feelings of trepidation 
and usually’ finds that some creeping 
thing has made the outer folds of the 
tolda a resting piace for the night.

With accommedations for 5,790 per- 
sons found outside Atlanta’s splendid 


list of hotels, the committee on public 


comfort for Automobile Week in At- 
lanta, of which 8. C. Dobbs is chair- 
man, feels that the matter of caring 
for the host of visitors to this city, 
November 6 to 13, is well in hand. 

During the past week active can- 
vassers have been at work on Atlanta's 
north side listing every room that was 
to be made avallable for this occasion, 
and accommodations for over 4,000 
were secured. During this week these 
canvassers wiil be on the south side, 
and then in the suburbs of the city, 
canvassing for additional names, and 
it ts believed that by the time this 
therough and systematic canvass is 
complete this committee will have in 
hand accommodations for 20,000 vis- 
itors, outside the hotel accommoda- 
tions. 

Can Feed a Multitude. 

Thie will not include the thousands 
of visitors to Atlanta during. Automo- 
bile Week who will be the guests of 
friends and relatives while in Atlanta, 
but the actual transient trade who are 
to rent their rooms by the day or week 
and who wish to secure rooms with 
and without board. With Atlanta's 
multiplicity of restaurants, cafes and 
clubs there is no question about the 
accommodations for meals for a multi- 
tuda. 

With the Automobile Week just 
three weeks off these preparations for 
entertaining the crowds are being 
focalized. 

With this article is printed two 
blanks, which are being widely circu- 
lated, the first in Atlanta and the 
second out of town.

which are to be placed at the disposal 
of the committee on public comfort, 
and who have not done so, to fill out 
the top blank and mail itt to Secretary 
George M. Chapin, 510 Empire build- 
ing.

This second blank is now be- 
ing distributed by the railroads which 
radiate around Atlanta and throughout 
southeastern territory. 

Using Card Index System. 

Secretary Chapin has arranged a 
card index system for this task, whioh 
will greatly facilitate matters. 

As fast as rooms are listed with the 
committee they are marked upon «@ 
card belonging to this index system. 
As soon as a request is made for a 
room the request is answered and the 
rooms recommended are checked. In 
this way. at a glance, it will be possi- 
ble to tell how many ms are avalil- 


lable and how many can be let, at an 


instant’s notice. 

The week of the show branch of- 
fices of this public comfort bureau 
will be located at the Union station 
and aiso at the Terminal station, in 
order to avoid confusion and conges- 
tion. '

ident Taft passed over the disputed 
geround to return the call, the way was 
lined with Mexican soldiers. : 

The day's ceremonies began this 
morning when President Diaz, in a 
state carriage with gold hubs, goild- 
mounted qgoors, black horses and gay 
cockades, crossed the international 
bridge with an escort of soldiers. The 
main body of the Mexican troops was 
left behind at the bridge entrance. The 
Diaz carriage was driven at a smart 
pace through the Chamizal territory, 
to be met at the boundary by the 

' American troops and by Secretary of 
War Dickinson. 

A Salute of twenty-one guns was 
fired, and President Diaz stepped from 
his own carriage into one provided 
by the American authorities, with an 
escort of two squadrons and three bat- 
terles of American field artillery, the 
visiting president was taken at double- 
quick time through the streets of the 
city to the Chamber of Commerce 
building, where Pregident Taft awaited 
him. 

Piaz in Full Uniform. 

President Diaz was attired in full- 


Gress uniform. Gold lace was at his 
throat and his cuffs, and a broad gold 
S46h was around his waist. The pres- 
ident'’s left breast was a mass of glit- 
tering decorations. All along the line 
of march President Diaz was cheered 
by the crowds. With plumed chapeau 
fn his hand, he acknowledged the 
Greeting with bows to left and right. 
Secretary of War Dickinson rode be- 
eide him, and an aide occupied the for- 
Ward seat in the carriage. 

With President Taft when he greet- 
ed President Diaz were Secretary 
Dickinson -and Postmaster General 
Hitchcock, Captain Archibald W. Butt, 
General Albert Myer, U. S. A. Assist- 
ant W. W. Mishler ang ©. S. Wagner, 
of the white house staff. 

President Diaz was accompanied by 
members of his cabinet and military 
@taff. The private interview between 
the two presidents lasted fifteen min- 
utes. It is officially stated that it con- 
wisted of but an elaboration of the 
public utterances of Messrs. Taft and 
Diaz, and that no matters of diplomacy 
were touched upon in any way. 

Those present at the interview be- 
tween President aTft and President 
Diaz, in the Chamber of Commerce 
buildinfg, El Paso, were J. M. Dickin- 
gon, secretary of war; Frank H. Hitch- 
cock, postmaster general; Governor 
Campbell, of Texas, and other state of- 
ficials; Captain Archibald W. Butt, the 
presidents military aide; John Hays 
Hammond, Dr. J. J. Richardson, and 
Wendall Mishler and Chares C. Wag- 
ner, the president’s assistant secreta- 
rier. 

The president of Mexico was accom- 
panied by General Manuel Gonzales 
Cogio, minister of war; Olgario Molina, 
minister of commerce, industry, col- 
oOnization, mines and agriculture; Gov- 
ernor Creel, of the state of Chuhuahua, 
formerly ambassador to the United 
States; Colonel Pavlos Escoandon, chief 
of the military staff of President Diaz, 
and Ignoce de la Barra, private secre- 
tary to President Diaz. 

What the Presidents Said. 

President Taft said: 

“I am very glad to welcome you, sir; 
{ am very giad, indeed.” 

President Diaz answered: 

“IT am very happy to meet you and 
to have the honor of being one of the 
first foreigners to como over to give 
you a hearty welcome.” 

President Taft said: “It gives me 
not only great pleasure to welcome the 
president of the great republic of Mex- 
lco, but to welcome the present presi- 
den. of the republic of mexico, who 
has made it so great.” 

President Diaz said: “I am very 
preud to grasp the hand of the great 
statesman, who has made such a record 
pn this life—in the Philippines—tn Cuba, 
and at present at the head of the grea. 
nation, the United States.’’ 

President Taft said: ‘I wish to ex- 
press to you by befief that this meeting 
Is looked upon by peoples of both coun- 
tries with a great deal of interest, not 
as making stronger, btu as typifying 
the streneth of the bond between the 
two countries.”

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EQUAL FRANCHISE SOCIETY 
DISCUSSED BY MRS. MACKAY 


Mrs. Clarence H. Mackay having 
‘been asked to define the purposes and 
.the position of the “Equal Franchise 
Society,” of which she is the president, 
has given out the following statement 
for publication: 

“The purpose of the Equal Franchise 
Society is to promote the welfare of 
women-by securing the national, state 
and electorial franchise for women, be- 
cause the Franchise Society believes 
in the political and civil equality of 
men and women. The electorate should 
represent the whole nation and a 
system of government under which one 
half of the nation are disfranchised is 
not a truly representative national 
system. We are inviting people to 
‘become members of our society in or- 
der to contribute to the advancement 
‘of public education by the promo- 
tion of our cause. We feel that 
in order to secure the enfranchise- 
ment of women it is not necessary for 
us to imitate methpds which are being 
used in other countries. American man- 
hood has always treated American wo- 
manhood in such a way as to make us 
feel that we shall ultimately achleve 
our aim without sensationalism 


‘It will not endorse the militant | 


methods. It has been repeatedly said to 
me by meén in public life and men in 
private life that when the women of 
the United States unite in demanding 
the vote they will get it, and I think 
that is perfectly true and that there- 
fore, what is neegled to further the suf- 
farage cause is to give all sorts and 
kinds of women the opportunity of 
listening to speakers who will explain 
just what the suffrage will mean to us 
all. Most of the men I have met are 
apparently willing to cooperate with 
us, and have listened to what we 
have said with courtesy and considera- 


tion. It has not seemed necessary in 
the past, and I do not think is will be 
necessary in the future for us to go 
out into street corners, shriek our 
propaganda at the passerby. We have 
but to plead our cause without raising 
our voice to those men and women who 
are not willfully ignorant of what wo- 
man suffrage should mean. 

“We want them to appreciate the 
strongest suffragists are those wo- 
men who devote their best energy to- 
wards developing of their children in 
order to make them citizens worthy of 
our great country. We do not think 
that as an organization we have a 
right to demand an expression of 
opinion from the candidates in this 
coming election. We prefer to leave 
poljticg alone until our sex is sharing 
the responsibility with the other sex. 
I feel that the main reason for suf- 
frage is community of interest be- 
tween the sexes. It is not in any sense 
a fight for rights, but the logical 
evolution of justice. 

The equal franchises surely wishes 
to establish a platform upon which 
such speakers as Bishop McVicar, of 
Rhode Island; Mr. Everett Colby and, 


perhaps, Mr, Martin W. Littlejohn will 
express their belief in suffrage, and 
for that reason we have leased the 
garden theater, and arranged our 
course.

GHOSTS SEEN 


IN COUNTRY HOME

Different Theories 
Their Origin. 


Sometimes They Are Scare- 
crows; Other Times Nothing 
More Than Illusions---English 
Lord Believes They Are Pro- 
jected by Excited Brain. 


London. October 16.—(Special.)—The 
plain, matter-of-fact story which was 
told by Sir’ George Sitwell of the two 
gshosts which were seen on a recent 
evening at Renishaw, his country 
place near Chesterfield, has aroused 
considerable interest both among be- 
Iievers and disbelievers in ghost 
stories. 

Sir George told how his wife, Lady 
Ida Sitwell, who wes sitting in a 
drawing room after dinner, chatting 
with friends, “saw in the passage out- 
side the figure of a woman. apparent- 
ly a servant.” A few minutes later 
Miss R., a member of the house party, 
on returning from a search for the 
first ghost, “saw the figure of a iady 
with dark hair and dress.” Both fig- 
ures quickly disappeared. 

Sir George himself advanced the 
theory that although the figures were 
actually seen as described, they were 
“not ghosts, but phantasms—reversed 
impressions of something seen in the 
past, and now projected from an over- 
tired and an excited brain.” 

A Harley street brain specialist, dis- 
cussing yesterdav the three main ac- 
cepted theories as to the manner in 
which honest people see ghosts, said: 
“One theory, which is held by one 
school of thought, is that these old 
houses (Renishaw dates from 1625) are 
still chayged with some force, or 
aura. which has emanated from some 
person who has. lived there in former 
years. Generally speaking, the aura, 
after many years, is that of a person 
who has had some dreadful experience 
in the house, or who has «dled there.

explorations is indeed producing great 
and 
the collections of the *Louvre 

many important monuments. By 
the most important expedition which 
the French have at work in the east 
is that which for more than fifteen 
years has been working at the explo- 
Yation of the ancient city of Susa, the 
Shushan of the Bible, the ancient capi- 
tal of the Elamite kingdom, and later 
of Darius and Artaxérxes. 

Remains of Three Cities. 

The first work upon the site was 
that of Mr. and Mme. Dieulafoy, who 
explored the larger of the two mounds 
marking the site of the. city, which 
were found to contain the remains of 
the palaces of the Persian kings, and 
from these came the fine series of 
sculptures and architectural fragments 
now in the Susa salons of the Louvre. 
The smaller mound, which has been 
excavated by M. Dé Morgan, was found 
to mark the site of the ancient Elam- 
ite acropolis of the city, and the exca- 
vations have produced most astonish- 
ing results. Here the explorer found 
super-imposed one above the other the 
remains of three cities, the oldest dat- 
ing back to B. ©. 4000, and below 
these remains of older settlements of 
the pre-historic ages of the Neolithic 
and Paloeolithic periods. Of the oldest 
city very few remains other than ‘the 
walls of buildings that had been de- 
stroyed by fire were found. The second 
city, which dates from &bout B. C. 2800, 
furnished a great number of most valu- 
able monuments and inscriptions. 
Among the most important monuments 
were the four black stone pillars on 
which was inscribed the code of law 
promulgated by King Khammorabi of 
Babylon, and which had been set up by 
him there after his capture of the city. 
Bricks of this king were found there 
which show that he built a palace or 
temple there. The recent discoveries 
Show that for more than a thousand 
years prior to B. C. 1800 the city was 
‘ occupied by the Babylonians, and that 
most of the kings of that country set 
up their monuments in it. When the 
powerful Semitic dynasty of Babylonian 
kings contemporarv with the ‘age of 
Abram was overthrown, the Elamites 
regained their independence and re- 
tained it until B. C. 649, when the city 
was sacked by Assurbanipal, king of 
Assyria, who destroyed the palaces and 
temples. 


An Anctent Shrine. 


The explorations show. that-the~-chief 
feature of the ancient city, as 6f all: 
those of the anctlent Kast, was the 
temple of the city god, in this case the 
god Susinak. which stood upon the 
acropolis. After the terrible vengeance 
of the Assyrian king but little of this 
edifice remained—but an exploration of 
the foundations revealed records of 
Gudea—king of Chaldea B. C. 2800, so 
it was an ancient building. Fortunate- 
ly considerable information as to the 
nature of the sacred edifice and its 
precincts is preserved to us by an in- 
teresting monument which was dis- 
covered in the ruins. This was a 
bronze model of the temple and sacred 
timenos, a votive offering of one of 
the Elamite kings. 

In this we have a model of the acrop- 
olis. The sacred inclosure is repre- 
sented by a low rim which runs round. 
the slab, representing the inclosing 
wall. At each end is a representation 
of a stage tower, similar to those of 
Babylonia. Before one of these is a 
sroop of offerings, consisting of heaps 
of corn, and vase of wine or beer. 
Beside these was a huge vase, contain- 
ing water, no doubt for the purposes 
of purification, and corresponding to 
the Absu or tank in the Babylonian 
temples in the Brazen -Sea in the 
Tabernacle. In the right-hand angle 
of the inclosure is a most interesting. 
@roup of objects. First a tall conical 
stone or bethel, similar to those found 
in the high place at Gezer. Before this 
is a low platform, with an altar and 
several tanks to catch the blodd of 
the victims slain. Here, then, is an 
undoubted Semitic high place, similar 
to these found in Palestine or so often 
referred to in the Bible. 

The next objects are of even greater 
interest, namely, a group of six trees 
near the stone. These are evidently 
the Sacred Grove of thé Worship of 
the Groves. So that we hdve here a 
representation of the earliest age of 
a Semitic high place. The Assyrian 
king, when he destroyed the city, tells 
us in his inscription that he brought 
the gods of Susa out of their groves. 
Here is a monument, then, of the great- 
est interest to Biblical students, and 
it may now be seen in the Louvre. 

In the center of the model are the 
figures of two nude men—one holding 
a water jar. These, no doubt, are the 
king and a priest performing the cere- 
monies of lustration, or ‘ceremonial 
purification,” which was a great fea-

Fight Is Being Made .on 
A. P. A. 


It Is Claimed That the Con- 
trolling Party in the City Is 
Made Up From Members of 
That Organization. 


Augusta, Ga., October 16.—<(Special.) 
Politids broke out afresh here dyring 
the week. Interest in the situatign ts 
centered about the attack that is be- 
ing made on the faction which is said 
to be formed from what is known as 
the A, P. A. organization. | 

There is one contest pending, that in 
the third ward, to fill the vacancy in 
counci] caused by the death of Samuel 
Cc. Adams. The candidates are Thom- 
as W. Pileher, who is supposed to be 
the candidate for the party which op- 
poses the faction now In office, and 
J. A. A. W. Clark, brother of the 
sheriff, who is put down as the candi- 
date of the incumbents. 

The A. P. As. have been in control of 
affairs in Augusta for some time. A 
number of men not members of the 
order have allied themselves with them 
because of their political strength. The 
result has been that thy have con- 
trolled the offices. On the statement 
that the A. P. A. is a secret oath- 
bound organization and that such an 
organization has no place in the poli- 
tics of the city, the movement hag been 
begun to endeavor to’ dethrone them 
as a controlling faction. 

Origin of Movment. 
This movement had its origin at this 
time in incidents growing out of the 
shooting of Mr. Thomas S. Gray, 
cashier of the Union Savings bank, by 
Dr. H. W. Shaw, a city physician and a 
local politician of the A. P. A. party. 
It is not hinted that the shooting and 


A. P. A.-ism or politics had any con- 


nection whatever. The complaint is 
that, after the shooting, Shaw was 
not handled as a man who had shot 
down a citizen should have been. A 
policeman present directly after the 
shooting did not take Shaw into cus- 
tody till the demand was made upon 
him that he do so by the city -attor- 
ney, who happened to be present. The 
policeman then turned Shaw over to 
Police Commissioner Waters, and 
Waters gave the man escort to the 
police station, permitting Shaw to go 
into a store unaccompanied; that the 
“arrest” was no more than a pretext; 
that at the police station Shaw was 
railroaded out of custody, being put 
into position to make bond

ENTIRE TRAIN CREW. 
PUT UNDER ARREST 


For Obstructing Firemen 
at Blakely. 


During Burning of Gin Rail- 
road Employees and City Au- 
thorities Clashed --- Members 
of Crew Give Bond. 


Albany, Ga., October 16.—(€Special.) 
The conductor and entire train crew 
of a Central of Georgia freight train 
were arrested by the ¢ity authorities 
of the town of Blakely today on the 
charge of obstructing the firemen Who 
were fighting a fire in the gin of’ the 
Blakely Gin Company, which occuple 
at 12:30 o’clock. The gin, which be- 
longs to the Southern Oil Company, 
was totally destroyed, with a luas of 
about $10,000. 

The fire was a very exciting one, be- 
cause of the clash between. the railroad 
employees and city authorities, and 
also because of the hard fight the fire- 
men had to make to save five or six 
dwellings. 

It is ehargwed that the freight train 
the firemen in their

were made by the city authorities. The 
train was operated, it ts alleged, in 
such manner: that the fire hose could 
not be placed across the track: Hinder- 
ing the firemen in their work. Bond 
was furnisned for the members of the 
crew shortly after their arrest. j 
It is stated that the burned gin was 
insured to the extent of $6,500.

rigiits in enjoining unreasonable rates 
and make the commission an effective 
and impregnable body by devising ways 
and means of ascertaining and deter- 
mining the actual value of railroad 
properties, providing for the ap- 
pointment of district commissioners 
and the taxing of attorneys’ fees 
against the carriers in favor of the 
shippers in all cases where the peti- 
tioners are successful in whole or in 
part in their litigation. 

As this presentation, including a re- 
view of Spokane’s fight against the 
transcontinental lines for equitable 
rates on west-bound shipments from St. 
Paul and common points, was made at 
the request of President Taft, there 
are reasons to believe that his forth- 
coming message to congress will rec- 
ommends the adoption of these pro- 
visions in part or in full to success- 
fully cope with the situation. 

Mr. Stephens directs President 
Taft's attention to the fact that the 
law permits the railroad companies to 
go into the courts and ask for injunc- 
tlons against the orders of the com- 
mission, whereas the law contains no 
simflar provision with reference to 
the rights and property of the ship- 
per. It is suggested that the law be 
amended so that the shippers will have 
the right to ask a restraining order 
against unreasonable rates and that 
the court shall determine what is an 
equitable rate and then refer the mat- 
ter to the rate-making body to fix and 
enforce these rates. 

Dealing with this phase of the law, 
Mr. Stephens says that it seems axio- 
matic that the shipper should have 
the same remedies and the same rights 
under the act as do the shippers, add- 
ing: 

“In principle

the extent that the shipper is charged 
an unreasonable rate, the shin-er'’s 
property is taken without due process 
ef law and is confiscated by the rail- 
road companies.” 

Another amendment provides for the 
apoointment of commissioners for the 
various districts and territories 
throughout the United States. A com- 
missioner on the Pacific coast would 
jurisdiction in a_ territory 200 
wide bordering the ocean, 
while mnother would be stationed in the 
interior in the district east of 
Cascade Mountains in the state of 
Washington, east of the range of moun- 

‘gon and for Idaho, Montana, 
Nevada, Arizona and districts 
similarly situated. 

Mr. Stephens suggests that the duty 
or these commissioners be to take care 
of matters in the territory allotted to 
them, speedily and expeditiously; al- 
low an appeal from the decisions of 
such commisstoeners to the interstate 
commerce commission, as now consti- 
tuted: permit a trial de novo before 
the interstate commerce commission, as 
now organized; permit, if desirable, ad- 
ditional testimony on the de novo trial 
on the part of any person or corpora- 
tion interested in the controversy and 
then permit a further appeal from the 
commission to the supreme court of 
the United States upon the record made 
upon the de novo trial. 

One of the chief reasons for asking 
the appointment of commissioners for 
assignment to certain territories is the 
tremendous expense which complain- 
ants have to incur in presenting their 
case to th: commission as now organ- 
ized and the numerous trips that ship- 
pers have to make across the conti- 
nent and ‘leave their homes and busi-

is also urged that injunctive and 
judicial powers be granted to the com- 
mission as now organized to the ex- 
tent that may be necessary or desir- 
able and especially power to all com- 
missioners to summons and compel th» 
attendance of witnesses, the production 
of evidence and the power to enforce 
and make the findings of 
facts and mixed questions of law and 
fact final in the same way that they 
are now determined by the department 
of the interior; provided, however, thai 
the ultimate question of just and rea- 
sonable rates is a question of law. 

The third amendment recommended 
is that the statutes provide specificalls 
that attorneys’ fees are taxable against 
the carriers in favor of shippers when 
the petitioners are successful in whole 
or part in the litigation, unless some 
plan can be devised whereby «a division 
of the department of justice shall have 
charge of the prosecution at the ex- 
pense of the United States. 

Mr. Stephens also suggests that to 
place the commission beyond successful 
attack in its position and tindings as to 
excessive earnings. the value of the 
railroad properties must be ascertained 
and determined. adding in closing his 
argument: 

“This should be done under some ap- 
propriate procedure for that specific 
purpose so as to insure the accuracy 
and rellability thereof. This cannot 
be accomplished any other way than 
by the federal government, because 
the great expense involved. When 
that is done, the proceedings before thy 
commission will be greatly simplified 
and the fixing of rates expedited: many 
discriminations and injustices elimi- 
nated, more equitable rates secured and 
many unjust and arbitrary charges re- 
duced.”

Georgia with $2,000,000 in profits on January 1, 1910! 

It is important, if true, and we confidently hope it is. 

For it must mean that the Georgia teachers can be paid in full and 
up to date, and kept *paid up, without the necessity either of issuing bonds 
to supplement the school fund or of increasing the governor's borrowing 


But, if the state is going to be $2,000,000 ahead on January 1, 19i1¢, 

naturally and logically, with 1909 appropriations in excess of revenue, it 
must have been that much, if not more, ahead of the game on January 
1, 1909. ; 
If that is the case, why was there not money ‘to wipe out the debt to 
the teachers then and there for all time? Why didn’t the state then catch 
up with its obligations to its teachers and prepare itself in future to 
pay them promptly as the money was earned? 

The trouble appears to be that the theory, while beautiful in conception, 


The proposition—one of several advanced by the treasury optimists— 
1s that if Georgia should go out of business on January 1, 1910, collecting 
in all that is then due and paying all obligations accrued up to that time, 
she would have a surplus of $2,000,000.

Caesare Lombroso, of Turin, the foremost student of the disease, at- 
tributes it to the influence of the fungi or mould on diseased corn. This fungi 
produces a chemical change in the body of the person eating or handling it, 
which poisons the system. Its manifestations progress from skin eruptions 
to mental disorders, and then the victim is supposedly past hope. 

No germ of the disease has ever been segregated and no bacilli discov- 
ered. Lombroso’s theory of a chemical cause is generally accepted by the 
medical world. Neither he nor any other physician has discovered the 
cure, 

The problem is one to engage the most thougntful attention of health 
otficers, neurotic experts and physicians generally. Is the disease con- 
tagious? What are the predisposing causes? None of these questiong have 
been answered satistactorily. 

Meanwhile hundreds of people in Georgia and other states of the south- 
east are being stricken annually. Reports show the extreme prevalence of 
the disease -n Georgia, Alabama and the Carolinas. An epidemic has broken 
out in the Illinois insane asylum.

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PONCE DE LEON SPRING AS IT LO OKED 


THIRTY-FIVE YEARS AGO.

-— 
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Ponce de Leon Spring Was Atlanta’s Only Pleasure Resort 
35 Years Ago, and It Was Then Looked Upon 
as a Place Far Out in the Suburbs, and 
Was Reached by Wagon Roads. 


BY GORDON 


Thirty-five years ago Atlanta’s only 
pleasure resort was Ponce de Leon 
Spring and it was not then the beau- 
tiful spot it is today. In 1874 the 
spring was a fountain of pure, gushing 
water, located at the foot of a hill, 
far out in the suburbs of Atlanta. It 
was not reached at first even by a 
horse car line, but only country roads 
led to the resort. Later a solitary 
horse car line was built to the spring 
through the woods and this was before 
Ponce de Leon avenue was opened 
up. 

The place became a’ resort because it 
was believed that the water contained 
some miraculous healing power. At- 
lanta then had no public park and no 
to which pleasure seekets could 
Ko. When visitors came to the city 
they were taken for a ride to Ponce de 
Leon, where they spent an hour or two 
enjoying the rural scenery and drink- 
ing the famous water. 

The spring was named after Juan 
Ponce de leon (pronounced Pon-tha-da- 
la-on, with the accent on Pon and on 
the Jast syllable “on’’), a celebrated 
Spaniard, who was born in 14690, of an 
ancient family. Juan Ponce de Leon 
becume page to Don Fernan, after- 
ward the rpnowned Ferninand V. He 
served in the Moorish wars and in 1493 
salled with Columbus to Hispaniola, 
where he was commandant of the 
iinglish provences. In 1509 he conquered 
Porto Rico, and sailed in 1512 in search 
of the island Bimini, with its miracu- 
lous fountain of youth. He landed upon 
the coast of Florida, whose coasts he 
explored, and went to Spain in 4513, 
when he was named governor of

Florida, which he was directed to 
conquor and colonize. He ,led in 1614 
an expidition against the Cabris, and in 
1621 invaded Florida, where he was re- 
pelled by the Indians, received a wound 
and died in Cuba in 1521. It was be 
cause of the search for the “miraculous 
fountain of youth” that his name was 
sought to be immortalized in Atlanta's 
famous spring whose waters were be- 
lieved to carry with them great heal- 
ing powers. 

A few years ago the spring and the 
adjacent property were purchased by 
a syndicate and converted into the 
now noted Ponce de Leon park. It 1s 
today reached by a number of trolley 
car lines, In the enjoyment of the 
many modern and unique pleasure de- 
vices at the park the people whu g0 
there probably overlook to a great 
extent the “once wonderful 
water. 

The picture herewith presented of 
the old spring was taken 35 years 
ago, and shows how the spot looked 
when it was far from human habitation 
and lay in a remote suburban district. 

About fifteen years ago there was 
built at Ponce de Léon park across 
the avenue a large lake. Subsequenty 
the iake was filled in and the ground 
used for what is how Atlanta’s base- 
ball park. 

The glory of the old Ponce de Leon 
spring, as it - existed more than a 
quarter of a century ago, may have 
passed away and there may be few 
citizens of Atlanta now living who 
remember it In its pristine grandeur, 
but is well served its day and will 
probably always bear its part in his- 
toric Atlanta.

JUDGE JONES 
ANSWERS COMER 


Declares Attack Vicious 
Insult. 


Federal Judge in Interview Re- 
plies to Recent Attacks Made 
on Him by the Governor of 
Alabama. 


Montgomery, Ala., October i6.— 
(Special.)—Judge Thomas G. Jones. of 
the. United States court. in an 
view for the press answering a 


attack on him by Governor B. HB. 
Comer, in which the names of afore- 
time judges, Busteed and Jefferys, 
mentioned, says: 

“Every Alabamian 
reference to Busteed or Jefferys was 
intended to convey regarding me. It 
was a vicious insult, which, but for 
the high office I hold, and the high 
office he holds, could never have been 
the subject of an answer in the public 
prints.” 

The interview was made public this 
evening. 

The judge also recalisa speech made 
by the governor at Samson on July 4, 
1908, and designates the reference to 
him as a “venomous attack,” which he 
did not take notice of. These “attacks” 
the judge considers now justify him in 
defending himself in the only man- 
ner he can, all the time feeling that 
“no one feels more keenly than I how 
unseemly, if it can be avoided with 
honor, is a controversy between a gov- 
ernor and a judge about official acts.” 

Statement False. 

The judge also answers the intima- 
tion that in the rate litigation in his 
courts he informed the railroads be- 
forehand what would be done, with 
the statement; “The governor knows 
full well that the statement that the 
litigants were apprised of what would 
be done is utterly false, and that coun- 
sel for the commission admitted that 
the preliminary iniunction on those 
bills was properly and unavoldably is- 
sued.” 

After refusing to discuss the rates 
either way, the judge goes into his re- 
lations in the past with Governor 
Comer, and concludes that his ill 
humor must have dated back to the 
time the executive intimated. that 
there was railroad interference in the 
appointment of Judge Lapsley to the 
city court of Anniston, fourteen years 
ago, to which the judge says he re- 
Plied vigorously, and as ® result of 
which the governor disavowed any In- 
tention of Iimputing wrong. Feeling

BUT LITTLE BUSINESS 


IN STOCK EXCHANGE 


Disposition to Reduce Commit- 
ments at End of the Week 
hown by Dealers. 


New York, October 16.—The stock 
market today showed the effecte of 
the large reduction of the outstand- 
ing short interest which has occurred 
in connection with the rapid and sub- 
tantial recovery in prices of the lat- 
ter part of the week. The potential 
requirement for stocks has been ma- 
terially reduced in this way. The 
complexion of the coming bank state- 
ment also formed a subject for ap- 
prehension, which intensified the 
usual disposition to reduce commit- 
ments at the end of the week and to 
await the opening of the new week 
to enter on new ventures. While the 
showing of a bank statement was not 
known until atter the stock mar- 
ket had closed, the increased confi- 
dence over the money market posi- 
tion which made itself felt yesterday 
was not altered. This feeling was 
partly due to hopes of a more accom- 
modating spirit towards American 
borrowers on the part of London 
money lenders. As a matter of fact, 
American finance bills have found ac- 
ceptance in the London money mar- 
ket during the week in spite of the 
rise in the Bank of England rates 
and the outcry over the necessity of 
protective measures for the London 
banking position. This has suggest- 
ed the supposition that while stiffer 
terms will be demanded of American 
borrowerg and greater severity in 
the matter of collateral will be ex- 
ercised, it is not intended that. re- 
of maturing accommodations 
shall be absolutely refused. It ig be- 
lieved, in fact, that the London money 
market is more golicitous to stop the 
run of its gold supplies from other 
quarters than to obstruct the credit 
operations on the part of American 
borrowers. The bank statement in- 
dicated the operation of some occult 
forees for which there is no explana- 
tion in the Known movements of 
money for the week. The actual gain 
in cash is reported at $2,470,700 in 
face of the estimated outgo of six or 
seven million dollars. The report of 
other banks outside the clearing 
house does not explain the discrep- 
ancy.

ENGLAND’S.MONEY RATE 


Bull: the Stocks to Invite 


Reinvestment of 
Dividends. 


peg 
By R. L. Barnum. WEY 

New York, October 16.—Speculative 
Wall street took a’ new lease on life 
late in the week, despite the protest 
‘issued by the Bank of England in rais- 
ing its minimum discount rate from 
3 per cent to 4. Our own time money 
rate advanced to 5 per cent, too, but 
Walt ‘Street concluded overnight Wed- 
nesday that the market had become 
“oversold” in discounting the money 
situation, and that a recovery in prices 
were about due. Traders who had 


| parted with: their long stocks at a 


profit were the:first to act on that con- 
clusion, and with prices thus advancing 
the bears were quick to cover their 


‘short sales. Between the two a new 


bull market was started. 
Favor the Long Side. 

Speculators, pure and simple, favor 
the long side of the market between 
this and the. “January reinvestment” 
period, which usually comes in Decem- 
ber, because it, like everything else in 
Wall street, is discounted ahead of 
time. The ultimate object of bull mar- 
kets started in the autumn is to get 
the public to reinvest its January divi- 
dend and interest money in stocks that 
have been accumulated at lower prices. 
The speculator argues that the big peo- 
ple who have borrowed $50,000,000 
tyme money abroad have been unable, 
so far, to take profits, and will, there- 
fore, continue ‘to mark up prices until 
the object of all bull markets has been 
accomplished. To people who desire to 
gamble that argument proves attrac- 
tive; others say that prices are already 
too high, and that it is wise to take 
profits now and let the cash draw even 
per cent for the next few 
months with the certainty that stocks 


‘can be repurchased within that time at 


much lower prices. 
* Believe Bank in Earnest. 

People who hold such conservative 
views believe that the Bank of Eng- 
land is in earnest in protesting against 
the use of its money by Wall street 
That institution raised its 
rate from 2% per cent to 38 only a 
week ago Thursday, and then within 
another seven days jumped the rate to 
4 per cent. When such protests are 
ignored the “Olid Lady of Lombard 
Street” has a way of borrowing all 
of the floating supply of cash from the 
joint steck banks by putting out its 


consols and locking up the cash. That, 


is what happened in 1906, when Wall 
street was doing exactly what it ts 
now. Apparently the results of that 
action seem to have been forgotten on 
this side of the Atlantic. A cable on 
the subject just received from London, 
however, says: 
Adverse to High Level. 

“Influential banking opinion at this 
center considers money market condl- 
tions decidedly adverse to the existing 
high level of American securities. Lon- 
don more deeply interested as bankers 
behind Amerttan speculation than it 
has been ‘before; the present American 


indebtedness exceeds even that.of 1906, 


when. American enthusiasm apparently 
Some of our bankers at 
that time paid dearly for thelr own 
overconfidence and indiscretion, and it 
is evident that the governors of the 
bank will not permit a repetition of 
1906 and 1907 conditions without strong 
official protest. If the advance of 1 
per cent to 4 does not haye the desired 
effect, a further rise will take place at 
once. In other words, American bor- 
rowers have reached their limit.’ 
Ratlroads and Dividends. 
Norfolk and Western added another 
name to the long Mst’of railroads that 
have recently increased dividends by 
raising its annual rate on Thursday 
from 4 per cent to 5. No one disputes 
the justice of paying the holders of 
railway shares larger dividends during 
periods of industrial prosperity. How- 
ever, after a long period of trade stag- 
nation, such as was experienced during 
the last of 1907, thréughout 1908 and 
part of 1909, every railroad has worn- 
out spots in road bed and equipment 
that should be repaired from current 
earnings before larger dividends are 
paid. No better illustration can be 
made of the point in view than to re- 
fer to the annual report of the South- 
ern railway, made public Wednesday. 
A year ago the company reported a 
loss of $3,000,000 in gross earnings, but 
by increasing its “income from invest- 
ments,’ $1,000,000, a bare surplus of 
$401,000 was earned over the $13,445,000 
fixed charged when a railroad cannot 
earn its fixed charges something al- 
ways happens. This year there was a 
further loss of $753,000 in gross earn- 
ings, but instead of reporting a deficit, 
as might have been expected, the state. 
ment at hand shows a surplus for div- 
idends equal to nearly 6 per cent on 
the $60,000,000 preferred stock. By 
making fewer locomotives and passen- 
ger and freight trains do extra work 
the “cost of conducting transportation” 
was reduced, but in addition, as Presi- 
dent Finley pointed out in his remarks 
to shareholders, ‘“‘money -has been au- 
thorized to be spent where it was need- 
ed, and not necessarily where it would 
have been a gratification to spend it,’’ 
adding “it has taken courage to main- 


tain this policy, but it is confidently 
believed that the 


result has justified 
it.” So it has, and it will probably 
take more courage to staff off demands 
for dividends until the damages re- 
suiting from last year’s enforced eco- 


nomics have been repaired and a suit- 


able surplus accumulated. It is only 
by following that course that the divi- 
dend mistakes can be avoided.

The best triend defective features have is 
the hair Softly arranged about the face 
in cloudy, vell-like curls, wee coquettish 
tendrils, vagrant locks clustering here and 
there, about ears and cheek and temple, 
it covers a multitude of shortcomings In 
angle and outline.

The hair must be coaxed downward on 
Such a forehead. Curls can be trained to 
cover it by a third if you wish.

If you must 
rub the eyelid, rub always. toward the 
bridge of the nose, never outward. 

Need I say once again that the eyes 
must never be strained by reading in & 
poor light or on a moving train. Better, I 
have before said, close them in sleep, and 
think, at those times when you cannot 
sleep, while travelling. 

Use the eyebrush upon the eyelashes 
also, always brushing them upward, which 
will cause them to cur! slightly, and should 
should make them grow thicker. 

For developing beautiful hair, or for efi. 
tivating hair to the state of Dbeaaty, the 
first consifleration is cleanliness. Brush 
the nalr often enough to keep it free from 
Guat, yet not to Irritate the scalp: You 
yourself are the best judge of how many 
strokes daily this may be. Always hold 
the strand of hair you are combing close to 
the roots. It would be well ff you have 
not the knack of this to-take a lesson 
from a barber. He grasps the hair gently 
close to the roots and very carefully combs 
it, beginning at about an inch from the 
ends of the halr and combing in light, 
quick strokes. Then he combs from about 
an inch or two higher, gradually releasing 
his hold upon the hair near the. roots and 
combing it still carefully from that point 
to the end. 

When the hair has been well combed out 
so that no slightest tangle remains, brush 
it carefully, reversing the operation of 
combing. beginning with the brush cloge 
to the roots. Both these methods have the 
purpose of saving the root of the hair 
from mutilation. 

Shampooing twice a week with. castile 
soap and warm water, and cleansing the 
hair twice a week with a good tonic, by 
rubbing it well into the roots with sponge 
or linen, should suffice to keep it clean. 
But the hair requires besides this «4 
g00d scalp massage once, or if the hair 
be not at its best, twice a week, to keep 
the soil of the hair—that is, the sceatp, in 
good order, clean and cool. You can give 
your own scalp this massage though: not 
quite so well as does a good masseuse, for 
you cannot as equally distribute your 
strength on all parts of the head. 

Massage the scalp with the tips of 
the first three fingers. Begin at the 
hair line and slowly press the skip 
backward toward the crown. When you 
have gone quite round the edge of the hair 
in this: process, repeat further in, and se 
repeat until the tips of your fingers meet 
at the crown. When this has been thor- 
oughly done the skin of the sc:Ip should 
be quite loose, and the heat should be 
greatly diminished. Cooling tonics are 
also of great aid in reducing the heat of 
the scalp. 

After a shampoo try to dry the hair in 
the sun, massaging the roots gently with 
a good tonic while the hair is drying. 
If this is impossible dry. it by rub. 
ing the scalp with the towel. Do not 
allow any hairdresser to save labor for 
himself by drying it In a heated funnel, 
and do not dry it in the hot room of 4 
Turkish bath The sudden heat is too 
great for the hair.

JOHNSON WON THE FIGHT 
IN A DAZED CONDITION 


Negro Had Been Sent to Floor 
by Ketchel --- Johnson, How- 
ever, Arose and, Seemingly 
in Daze, Rushed at Ketchel 
and Put Him to Sleep --- Ten 
Thousand People Saw Fight. 


October 16.—Jack 
his right to the 


San Francisco, 
Johnson vindicated 
heavyweight title today by Knocking 
out Stanley Ketchel in the twelfth 
round. The end came so suddenly that. 
when etchel rolled onto the floor and 
Referee Welsh counted him out. the 
19,000 persons crowding the arena were 
absolutely «quiet for a full minute. 
Even Johyson, who leaned against the 
ropes half dazed by his own fall a mo- 
ment before, di€ not seem to know 
what had happen, . 

The climax of the ght was crowded 
into thirty-four secona’s. At the be- 
ginning of the last round there was 
little to judge from the _ preceding 
rounds to pick the winner. The men 
in the center of the ring clinched and 
wrestled to Johnson’s corner, the ne- 
gro broke awav and posing himself, 
dashed at Ketchel. who sprang to meet 
him. Ketchel drove his right at the 
black man’s lowered head. Johnson 
ducked and the blow landed behind 
his ear. He stumbled, fell and stretch- 
@ out on the floor, landing heavily. 

Johnson Fought Like Tiger. 

Ketchel backed toward the _ ropes 
with a smile glimmering in his batter- 
ed, blook-streaked face. Johnson rose 
slowly, as though dazed. <As he 
straightened to his knees, his eyes en- 
countered Ketchel's, and with the fury 
of a wild beast, he leaped across the 
ten feet that separated them. His right 
fist shot to the white man's jaw. His 
left crashed to the stomach and the 
right swung again with the speed of 
lightning, catching Ketchel’s head as 
he reeled back from the onslaught. 
Keichel dropped in a heap, ano John- 
son, unable to stop his rush, sprawled 
across his beaten rival's legs and fell 
full length himself. 

The negro sprang to his feet with a 
bound. but Ketchel was out. Once as 
the seconds were counting over him 
he feebly moved his arms and rolled 
his head. He gave no other sign of 
life, his seconds picked him up 
from the floor barely consclous, 

Johnson was still dazed. He clung 
to the ropes and looked about him tn 
a bewildered way. The crowd broke 
into murmurings and seemed unable 
to realize that the fight was over, 

Game Fight by Ketchel. 

Ketchel won friends his 
showing today. From the time he en- 
tered the ring until he was carried out, 
he was game to the core. Outweigh- 
ed, Overreached and in ever >way the 
Physical inferior of his gigantic oppo- 
nent, he fought a cool, well-placed. 
Rritty fight. His face was puffed and 
he was bleeding at the nose and mouth 
before three rounds had passed, but he 
kept following the negro about the 
ring undaunted. 

Johnson appeared to be holding him-' 
self back al] the time. Three times 
only did he look as though he went in 
to knock his man out—once when 
Ketchel landed a clean left hook on 
the jaw that broke the skin and raised 
@ lump, once when a similar blow 
caught him from the other side and the 
last time when the fight ended. 

Throughout the fight. Johnson's 
“xolden smile” flashed out at intervals 
over Ketchel’s shoulder in the midst 
of their wrestling bouts. This happen- 
ed whenever he picked the smaller man 
off the ground and set him down again 
in another place. He did it frequently 
and apfarently without effort. 

Ketchel Fought Warily. 

Ketchel fought warily from the start. 
He kept at long range. avoiding many 
blows by clever ducking, but Johnson 
jabbed his left into the white man’s 
face time after time. When they clinch- 
ed the black man's head towered 
inches above Ketchel’s head. and it 
looked as thgugh a stripling was 
wrestling with a man. 

Twice Ketchel was thrown to the 
floor by the rush of Johnson's attack. 
Neither time did a blow land. At other 
times Ketchel avoided the charges by 
Skipping nimbly to right or left or 
backing swiftly away. They sparred 
for openings for long periods, and there 
Was little real fighting through the 
earlier rounds. For reasons known 
only to himself, Johnson preferred to 
keep away, and when he had felt the 
‘force of Ketchel’'s wicked left hook. 
he seemed more than ever ready to go 
siow about his work. 

What Johnson Says. 


In his dressing room after the fight, 
Johnson said: 


“He is a good puncher and a strong

been at the steering wheel almost con- , 
stantly for eight years, and in that 
time has smashed fences galore and 
has hag a score of narrow escapes, 
prolonged hospital sieges having paid 
the penalty of his daring and seem- 
ing foolhardiness. But the courage 
and “nerve” of the intrepld fellow have 
never been questioned, and for years 
he has been a popular favorite of the 
masses, as well as among well-posted 
automobilists.

IN LAST GAME 


Ties Trimmed Decisively ip 


Final Game of Series, 
Score 8 to 0. 


PITCHER “BABE” ADAMS 
HERO OF THE CONTEST 


His Twirling Too Much for the 
Tigers, Making Three Straight 
Wins for Him---Donovan and 
Mullin Were Both Very Wild. 
Byrne and Moriarity Both 
Hurt in Collision.

Detroit, Mich., October 1%8.—Pttte-W 
burg won the world’s baseball chame 
pionship at Bennett Park todey by de« 
feating Detroit by the overwhelming 
score of 8 to 0 in the seventh and de- 
cisive game of one of the greatest bat~ 
tles ever fought for the world’s title. 
This gives the National League cham- 
pions the victory by the count of four 
games to three. It is the third guec- 
cessive defeat of the American League 
champions in the worrd’s serles and 
consequently the third straight vie- 
tory for the National League, the 
Chicago National team naving defeated 
Detroit in 1907 and 1908. 

Adams the Hero. 

To Charles Adams, the phenomenal 
young pitcher from the  Loufsville 
American Association team, belongs 
the llon’s share of the credit for the 
victory and his wonderful pitching 
has crowned Wagner, Leach, Clarke 
and the other Pittsburg stars into the 
background. ‘Today's victdry wag the 
third of the series and he. held Detroit 
safely throughout the entire game. He 
allowed but six hits and in only one 
inning—the fourth—did Detroit get 
more than one safety. Adams allow- 
ed only one base on balls and in four 
innings he retired the hard-hitting 
American Leaguers tn one, iwo, three 
order. 

The crowd disappoint- 
ment, as there were only 17,562 paid 
admissions. It was expected that the 
game would break all local attendance 
records here because of its importance, 
The receipts were $19,677. and this was 
divided $1,967.70 to the National Com- 
mission and $8,854.65 to each club 
owner.

Enormous Reecipts. 

This brings the total attendance for 
the seven games up to 145.444 and the 
total receipts to $188,302.50. 

The weather was far from ideal for 
baseball, but was a distinct improve- 
ment on that which prevailed for the 
other three games played here. The 
thermometer was close to 50 degrees 
above zero. 

The play was fierce In the early in- 
nings. but the Detroit men grew dis- 
couraged as inning after inning went 
and they could not score on Adama, 
while Mullin was helpless in holding 
the National League champions. Rob- 
ert Byrne and George Morlarity were 
injured in a collision at third base tin 
the first inning and both were forced 
to leave the game, although Mortarity 
remained untll after he had hit a twe- 
bagger in the second. 

Byrne Badly Hart. 

With Byrne on second and Clarke at 
bat in the first the Pittsburg manager 
passed a hit-and-run signal to Byrne, 
The third baseman started for third on 
the signal, but Clarke missed the ball. 
Byrne made a desperate slide for third 
and his spikes hit Mortarity in the leg. 
He was called out, but both men fell 
to the ground after the play. It was 
found that Byrne had sprained an 
ankle and he was carried from the 
field. This necessitated a shift In the 
Pittsburg team and Leach wags gent to 
third and Hyatt went to center field. 
Leach played a brilliant game at third, 
while Hyatt also did well. 

Morlarity’s leg bothered him, but he 
remained in the game until the next 
inning.

AMERICAN’S TIME FASTEST 
IN GREAT RELAY, RUN 


Car Averages - 71 Miles Per 
Hour Over Its Course in 
Transcontinental Dash. 


In the transcontinental relay run, 
Philadelphia to Seattle, recently con- 
ducted by The Philadelphia Press, and 
in which 20 cars participated, an 
American made the fastest time. re- 
corded in the dash from coast to 
coast. The time of the run—l! days 5 
hours—is a record. 

The American’s course in the run 
was the 100 mileg between Fort Wayne 
and South Bend, Ind. Driven by Fred 
I. Tone, of Indianapolis, the American's 
average speed for the distance was 
38.71 miles. The next best speed was 
34.92 miles, maintained by another 
car between Omaha and Columbus, 
Neb. The American left Fort Wayne at 
7 o'clock, and 2 hours and 40 minutes 
later pulled into South Bend and de- 
livered the courier to the-car booked 
to continue the journey. 

Another interesting American trip 
was that recently taken from Phila- 
delphia to Lowell, Mass., by L. G. 
Vogel, of Philadelphia, in his Amer- 
ican roadster. The odomete? reading 
was 477 miles, between 5 o'clock 4a. 
m. and 8:10 p. m. with a stop at Hart- 
ford for dinner, gasoline and oil. The 
gasoline consumption averaged a gal- 
lon to 10 miles—an average considered 
very satisfactory in view of the pace 
maintained and the hills that had to 
be climbed. 


GIANT ENGINE TAKES 
UP PACKARD BURDEN 


The largest steam engine in Michigan 
was turned on for the first time Friday 
night at a power house banquet in 
Detroit, when President H. B. Joy 
officially unloosed 4,000-horse pvower 
of steam and connected the electric 
switch which set the wheels of 4he 
Packard Motor Company's plant turn- 
ing under the new power. 

After. the new engine had _ settled 
down to work, about thirty executives 
of the Packard company, the installing 
engineers and the Packard engineers 
sat down to a table spread in the en- 
gine room, discussed the new power 
plant and swapped stories about the 
rapid growth of the Packard factory, 
which has necessitated a wonderful 
development of the power plant untll 
today the three engines in service de- 
‘velop 6,000-horse power. Another ad- 
‘dition to the plant already has been 
started. 

There is a night force of: nearly 1,000 
-men now working at the Packard fac- 
. tory, so when the steam was turned 
into the new engine and the older one 
‘cut out. it was necessary for the un- 
tried monster to immediately take up 
the entire load. The engine is a Cooper 
compound of the Corliss type, direct- 
connected with a Western electric gen- 
erator. The bore of the low pressure 
evlinder is six feet. 

After the dinner a series of lantern 
slides was displayed, showing the 
gzgrowth of the factory from its incep- 
tion to its present state. The factory 
now comprises 21 acres of floor space 
in operation, with four acres under 
construction. There are 5,200 -em- 
plovees. 

At the head of the table was Presi- 
dent Joy and at his right and left Gen- 
eral Manager S. D. Waldon and Manu- 
facturing Manager C. J. Moore. The 
rest of the party comprised F. F. Van 
Tuvi, consulting engineer; F. C. Mon- 
roe. installing engineer; H. A. Hoag- 
land. electrical installing engineer:

W. M. Gabriel) ultimately decided that 
for the benefit of their general health’ 
they would have to undergo an anti- 
fat cure, and the old men were placed 
on a special dietary. The men, how- 
ever, got surreptitious supplies of food | 
from other inmates, and Dr. Gabriel |! 
then had the patients placed in an 
isolation ward of the workhouge 
primary. 


sOlely for their benefit, and after a few 
days the men, wes at first resented the 
treatment, fell with fre doctor’s 
proposal. 

Three meals a day were allowed 
them, the dietary including brown 
bread, green ‘vegetables, watercress, 
and stewed fruit. Potatoes, sugar and 
fat in any form were strictly forbidden. 
The efficacy of Dr. Gaoriel’s treatment 
exceeded expectation. On May 11 Kemp 
weighed lyst. 4 pounds. Today he ig 
15st. 5 pounds, while Williamson 
dropped from 17st. to 14st.

In an interview yesterday the old 
men expressed their delight at being 
rid of their superfluous burdens.

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PHILANTHROPY AT NIGHT 
TAUGHT BY SOCIAL WORKERS

Have you ever been to night school? 


(Exclusive 


Have you ever been to a “night school 
of philanthropy?’ The second ques- 
tion will be answered -in:the affirma- 
tive this winter by some fifty New 
York men and women who are attend- 
ing the first night school of that kind 
ever established. 

The word philanthropy used to mean 
gifts on a large scale for :large pur- 
poses. Another meaning of the word 
is “the doing of: good for the benefit 
of those who are in need.” Eleven 
years ago there was established in the 
city of New York-a so-called school: of 
philanthropy under the auspices of the 
Charity Organization Society. In the 
good old days, ten years ago, people 
laughed at the idea that charity could 
be “taught.” Today. it is seen that 
there are economical and efficient 
ways of helping the needy, just as 
there are economical and _e efficient 
ways of spending the city’s money, or 


“the money of life insuranee policy- 
holders, or the money of stockholders 


in large corporations. Indeed the New 
York School of Philanthropy, and a 
score of other important social move- 
ments, has taught the American pub- 
lic within ten-years that. philanthropy 
is a profession, which cam be prac- 
ticed in a skilled way or in an un- 


Sevfle,| Skilled way, and that there is waste 


and overlapping and ignorance in the 
unskilled doer of good deeds, just as 
there is in every occupation. That is 
the essence of the work of the four 
training schools in philanthropy which 
today pre being successfully éarried on 
in New York, Boston, Chicago and St. 
Louis. 

The New York school has nearly one 
hundred pupils during the winter and 
about seventy lecturefs, each giving 
from one to several lectures. And un- 
like most:-schoolgs the, lecturers are 
drawn right from acttve life to tell of 
their experiences. For instance, ‘the 
manager of an institution will.come 
from his daily work, the superinten- 
dent of a prison from his administra- 
tion building, the settlement worker 
from the gettlement in some crowded 
part of the'’city where his work is. 

In short, this training school in New 
York is Bimilar to a medical school or 
a law school, in-that it gives‘ special- 
ized training for a definite profession. 
Students come from all over the coun- 
try. And what is true of New York 
is practically true of all the schools of 
philanthropy. Their success {s due 
partly to the fact that they are deal- 
ing constantly .with vital present-day 
conditions and partly ‘to»the fact that 
they are supplying efficient workers 
in a-field where the. demand ‘far ex- 
ceeds the supply. 

Indeed the subject of “social justice” 
{is now coming to be recognized as a 
real and important calling. The twen- 
tieth century will undoubtedly be re-. 


garded as the century of social jus- 
tice, fust as the nineteenth century 
was the century of commencial expan- 
sion and tnvention.. The great social

Tt is this fact that practically led 
to the establishment, as an experi- 
ment, of the first night school of 
philanthropy in New York city. which 
opened on-October 5 under the auspices 
of the -Charity: Organization Society. 
This night school ts exclusively for 
those who are engaged itn social work 
during the day, but who wish to keep 
abreast of present-day conditions and 


movements. Just as a night schoo! is 
valuable for those who work during 
the day, so night training for those 
who engage in social work in the day- 
time is a natural need. The enroll- 
ment of the school is over fifty. 

Of itself, the school is, of course, 
very small in comparison with» the 
great educational system of this coun- 
try, but it is large in significance for 
the future, for it means that the time 
will come when practically all social 
workers will feel it necessary to sup- 
plement their dajly service by oc- 
casional evening Gourses in which the 
latest word in social work can be pre- 
sented and discussed.
